TORONTO, March 19 (Canadian 
Press.)—Four Toronto mothers to- 
day won equal shares in the $500,000 


“stork derby” estate left by the 
late Charles Vancé Millar. 

The winners, tied with nine eli- 
gible babies each born in the 10 
years following Millar’s death, were 
announced by Justice W. E. Middle- 
ton of the Ontario Supreme Court. 

They are: 

Mrs. Annie Smith, whose hus- 
band, William, is a city fireman. 

Mrs. Kathleen Nagle, whose hus- 
band, John, canvassed from door 
to door for carpenter work. The 
Nagles have 12 children. 

Mrs. Alice Timleck, whose hus- 
band, Arthur, is employed by the 
City Parks Department. The Tim- 
lecks have 14 children, an automo- 
bile ahd a maid. | 

Mrs. Isabel MacLean, whose hus- 
band, John, is a civil servant who 
works in the Ontario legislative 
buildings. 

Millar, eccentric lawyer, died Oct. 
31, 1926, leaving a will whose prin- 
cipal clause specified the residue 
of his estate was to go to the To- 
ronto mother registering the larg- 
est number of births in the 1i10- 
year period after his death. 

Justice Middleton in his action 
today ruled out two of the stars in 
the “stork derby”—25-year-old Mrs. 
Pauline Mae Clarke and Mrs. Lil- 
lian Kenhy, who had promised to 
build a mausoleum in Millar’s hon- 
or if she won. 

Mrs, Clarke, like the winners, had 


nine babies born in Toronto in the 
10 years but the justice ruled five 
of them were illegitimate and there- 
fore ineligible. 

Mrs. Kenny had 10 babies but 
four were registered as still-born 
and the judge ruled they could not 
count, | 

The mother had contended they 
were born alive but Justice Middle- 
ton decided this was not estab- 
lished. 

When she heard of the ruling, 
Mrs. Kenny said: 

“I'm not mad at anyone. My law- 
yer will take an appeal to a higher 
court.” 

J. R. Cartwright, counsel for Mrs. 
Clarke, also said appeal action 
would be taken without delay, 

While the exact amount of the 
Millar estate residue available for 
distribution never has been made 
public, one of the trustees said it 
would be “about $500,000.” 

Stocks, bonds and property were 
converted into cash shortly before 
the baby race was finished. 

The clause of Millar’s will which 
brought about the competition was 
challenged on many sides but up- 
held in court. 

Millar did not content himself 
with starting the baby race through 
his. will. 

He gave one share in the Kenil- 
worth Jockey Club to every or- 
dained minister in Windsor, Walk- 
erville and Sandwich. 

To every Protestant minister in 
Toronto he bequeathed one share 


in a brewery. 


ORD PLANS TO MAKE 
ABRATED HOUSE 


Sets Up Machinery at Ways 
| (Ga.) Estate for Woodén 
Farm Homes. 


By the Associated Press. 

WAYS, Ga. March 19.—Henry 
Ford disclosed plans today to pro- 
duce fabricated farm houses from 
the pine and cypress of his 90,000- 
acre Georgia plantation. 

Stocks of lumber accumulated in 
two years of sawmill operations will 
be used. Modern woodworking ma- 
chines are in use and a drying kiln 
is being installed at the estate’s 
rural industrial school. 

“The houses will be made in a 
number of standard patterns,” Ford 
said, “or manufactured according 
to the prospective owner's plans. 
They will be offered to the gen- 
eral public as soon as the needs of 
our community here are supplied.” 

He said the work, under auspices 
of the school, “will be a task for 
the young men of this community.” 

The program was one phase of 
an expansion project. Restoration 
of old Fort McAllister, a Confed- 
erate stronghold, and construction 


of a school chapel and a manual 


arts school for Negroes are other 
aims. ° 

' Of national affairs, Ford said the 
proposed Federal surtax of 20 per 
cent on undistributed profits of 
closely-held corporations “will mean 
a reduction in competition.”

BANKERS SON INDICTED 
FOR KILLING BRIDE 


Man. Held in Delavan, | Ill., 
Tragedy Charged With Man- 
slaughter and Perjury,

PEKIN, Ill, March 19. — James 
Crabb, 21-year-old banker’s son, 
was indicted on charges of man- 
slaughter and perjury today by a 
special Tazewell County grand jury 
in the fatal shooting March 1 of his 
19-year-old bride, Betty Collison 
Crabb. 

Circuit Judge Henry J. Ingram 
fixed bail at $10,000 on the man- 


slaughter count and $7500 on the 
perjury-charge. Crabb gave the 
required) bail. 

State’s Attorney Rayburn Russell 
and John E. Cassidy, Special Attor- 
ney-General, had asked for a mur- 
der indictment. The manslaughter 
charge carries a penalty upon con- 
viction of one to 14 years in prison. 

Crabb has been held without bail 
for a week in the Tazewell County 
jail after Sheriff Ralph Goer said 
he confessed that he shot his wife 
accidentally after a highball party. 
The fatal shooting occurred in the 
pair’s bedroom in the Delavan 
home of Crabb’s father and step- 
mother.

Cardenas Indicates Peso 
Will Be Devaluated to 
Finance Setup — Banks 
Suspend Deals Abroad. 


By the Associated Press. 
MEXICO, D. F., March 19.—Pro- 


visional councils of Mexican work- 
ers tonight moved in on offices of 
the expropriated $400,000,000. for- 
eign oil industry under the Govern- 
ment’s “Mexico for the Mexicans” 


program. 
The oil workers ended a folded 
arms strike and went back to 


work late today to collaborate with 
the Government which took over 
last night the 17 American and 
British companies. 

As fast as the 31 locals of the 
Oil Workers’ Syndicate appointed 
their provisional councils the 
groups took over administrative 
work which under company man- 
agement had been done mostly by 
British and Americans, 

Aguila (Royal Dutch Shell), big- 
gest of the 17 companies, was the 
first affected. Workmen walked 
into the ofice and told foreign em- 
ployes that “we have nothing 
against you personally, but we 
must take over your jobs.” 

Financial troubles followed the 
dramatic turn in Mexico's long- 
smouldering oil industry _ dispute. 
The Central Bank. of Mexico sus- 
pended all dealings in foreign ex- 
change, and all banks in Mexico, 
D. F., followed suit. 

Cardenas indicated devaluation 
of the Peso was considered and 
called no Congress to appropriate 
funds to finance the Government’s 
newly acquired ~properties. The 
peso was quoted yesterday at 27.75 
cents. 

Supreme Court Appeal Planned. 

Spokesmen for the dispossessed 
oll companies said they planned an 
appeal to a district court for an 
injunction against the expropria- 
tion decree and an ultimate appeal 
to the Supreme Court against con- 
stitutionality of the 1936 law on 
which the President based his ac- 
tion. 

Most oil officials were frankly 
skeptical of being able to obtain 
help from the courts, however. 
The Supreme Court recently up- 
held an arbitral award to oil work- 
ers which was the immediate cause 
of the confiscation. 

Talk of currency depreciation 
drastically curtailed all credit 
operations in the capital today, but 
cash business went on almost as 
usual. 

United States Ambassador Jo 
sephus Daniels said: 

“The fact the oil companies of- 
fered to pay the amount stipulat- 
ed in the arbitral award on condi- 
tion certain administrative features 
of the labor contract be adjusted 
shows they were trying to reach an 
agreement by which to carry on 
operations.” 


British Minister “Disappointed.” 


Daniels disclosed that British 
Minister St. Clair O’Malley, who 
called at the United States Embas- 
sy, shared that view and was “very 
disappointed” by developments. 

Daniels said he had received no 
instructions: from the State De- 
partment, but he was sending a 
day-by-day account of the oil situa- 
tion to Washington. 

A gasoline shortage occurred dur- 
ing the morning but by afternoon 
gasoline supplies became gradual- 
ly available’ as reserves were 
tapped. 

No authoritative source would say 
exactly when the Government 
would take over the offices and 
other property. Many company 
managers waited in their offices for 
Government representatives to take 
forma] control. 

It was believed that action was 
delayed until Monday because of 
the Saturday half-holiday. 

Cardenas’ decree ordered deliv- 
ery to the Department of National 
Economy, the Treasury and the 
Genera] Administration for Petro- 
leum Operation. It was believed 
by the precedent of the expropriat- 
ed National Railways that the oil 
industry ultimately would be given 
to the workers to run.

FRANCE ASKS FRANCO TO STOP

French' Embassy informed the 
British Foreign Office today that 
France, apart from asking the Vati- 
can yesterday to use its influence, 
had sent a strong protest to the 
insurgent Government of General- 
issimo Francisco Franco c yainst 
the air bombing of civilians in the 
Spanish war.

NAL FRAUD CHARGE 
AGANST ECON 


Clayton Man Puts Up $250 for 
Oil Firm Job, Then Becomes 
Suspicious. 


A warrant charging Nathaniel H. 
Wheeler, a former convict, with us- 
ing the mails to defraud was is- 
sued yesterday by United States 
Commissioner John A. Burke on 
complaint of R. B. Reed of Clay- 
ton who said he had given Wheeler 


$250 for investment after being 
promised a position as vice-pres- 
ident of a company owning oil and 
mineral concessions in Mexico. 

Reed who resides at 8025 Watkins 
drive, told postoffice inspectors he 
sought a job through a newspaper 
advertisement last Sunday and re- 
ceived a letter asking him to call 
on Wheeler at the Mayfair Hotel. 
Wheeler identified himself as pres- 
ident of the Latin-American In- 
vestment Co., with headquarters at 
Mexico, D. F., Reed said, and spoke 
of plans to start a “$150,000 opera- 
tion.” By providing some capital, 
Reed said he was told, he would be 
made vice-president of the com- 
pany. 

During the conversation at the 
hotel, Reed reported, they were in- 
terrupted by a telephone call which 
Wheeler said was from his office 
in Mexico. When Wheeler offered 
the explanation that $250 cash was 
needed immediately for another 
promising venture of the company, 
Reed accepted the suggestion that 
he provide it, left the hotel to cash 
a check for that amount and re- 
turned to hand it over to Wheeler, 
he said. 

Becoming suspicious some hours 
later, he reported the Occurrence to 
postoffice inspectors and Wheeler 
was arrested Friday night.

States District Judge John P. 
Barnes today adjourned to Aptil 9 
a decision on the habeas corpus pe- 
tition in behalf of Vincent Zupancic, 
62 years old, an Oglesby (Ill.) labor- 
er ordered deported to Yugoslavia.

The action was based on the Gov- 
ernment’s contention that Zupan- 
cic’s conviction for manslaughter in 
1903 in a part of Austria-Hungary 
that is now Yugoslavia constituted 
moral-turpitude,; hence was ground 
for deportation. 

Zupancic served four and a half 
years of a six-year term for the 
killing, which resulted from a sa- 
loon fight.

Dr. William Duncan Strong, as- 
sociate professor of anthropology 
at Columbia and former anthropol- 
ogist at Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, will lead the expedi- 
tion, setting out next summer, Dr. 
Strong was formerly professor of 
anthropology at the University of 
Nebraska and assistant anthropolo- 
gist at the University of Califor- 
nia. 
“The earliest known traces of 
men in the Western Hemisphere 
have recently been discovered in 
the great plains of the United 
States,” he said. “To understand 
the ‘significance of these discover- 
ies it is essential to work back into 
the past from the earliest historic 
sites in the region. In this way it 
is possible to establish a true con- 
nection between history and pre- 
history.” , 

Dr. Strong said Columbia excava- 
tors would dig for fortified, his- 
toric and pre-historie village ruins 
in quest of weapons, pottery, hunt- 
ing equipment and burial grounds.

Checkup Begun of Everyone 
‘in Country Who Might be

Chancellor Hitler of Germany when 
the Fuehrer comes to Italy in May. 
For months police have been scru- 
the records of Italians and 
foreigners alike, looking for the 
faintest traces of connections oF 
interests which might mean an at- 
tempt on the Nazi chieftain’s life. 
Germans and Jews have been es 
pecially watched.

to the police at once the arrival of 
every foreign lodger in Rome. Or- 
dinarily this report may be delayed 
three days. Also landlords must 
note all visitors who call upon their 
foreign lodgers. 

Hotel clerks have orders to re- 
port all irregularities of guests. 
Coming in very late at night, or 
inebriated, for example, may be 
“normal” ordinarily, but now is 
something that interests the av- 
thorities. 


Weeks ago questionnaires were 
submitted to all foreign journal- 
ists, requiring them to staie their 
past connections abroad and: vari- 
ous other significant trifles. Jew- 
ish and German newspaper corre- 
spondents not vouched for by the 
Nazi party were told they would 
have to leave Rome, Naples and 
Florence during Hitler’s stay. 


Informed sources say that days 
before Hitler arrives, hundreds of 
persons with anti-Fascist records 
will be jailed, to be released again 
when he departs. The “anti- 
Fascism” of some of these persons 
dates back to the march on Rome. 
They have been politically inactive 
since. . 

Secret service operators have 
been scattered unobtrusively along 
the paths that Hitler will follow. 
When ‘he arrives, they will seem to 
have been there always. They may 
appear as waiters, porters, taxi 
drivers or street sweepers. Most 
of them, however, will merely look 
like run-of-the-mine Italians tak- 
ing a quiet coffee.or sipping wine 
in the shops of Rome and other

Old Rail Route Used. 


As the demand grew for an 
easier route through the moun- 
tains, there developed in the 


retary of the Department of 
Highways, and Edward N. Jones 
of Pittsburgh, former W P A Ad- 
ministrator, a plan by which the 
road could be built at compara- 
tively lost cost. 


About 50 years ago William 4H. 
Vanderbilt and several associates 
conceived the idea of a southern 
railroad route through the Alie- 
ghehy Mountains to compete with 
the Pennsylvania Railroad for 
Western business. They organized 
the South Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and began active construction 
work or nine tunnels through the 
mountains, building small bridges 
and culverts, and grading the 
right of way. After about $10,- 
000,000 had been expended on 
construction, the Vanderbilts and 
the Pennsylvania Railroad came 
to an agreement, and construc- 
tion of the new line was aban- 
doned with tunnels partly bored 
and grading partly done. 


It was this right of way that 
Van Dyke and Jones proposed to 
utilize for the new highway, and 
it will be followed except for a 
few slight deviations. 


There have been rock slides in 
the tunnels, some grading has 
been washed away, most of the 
tunnels have been 
closed, in places, by slides and 
have half filled with water, but 
engineers from the Department of 
Highways who have examined the 
entire route have reported that 
the old railroad work can be util- 
ized almost in its entirety. They 
have opened the tunnels and 
drained off the water. 


Much of Work Already Done. 


So when highway construction 
starts, the contractors can begin 
where the railroad builders left 
off. They will be compelled to 
widen the right of way, increase 
the width of the tunnels and com- 
plete the job of pushing them 
through the mountains, but they 
will find a lot of their work al- 
ready done for them. 


The east and west double lanes 
of the highway will be separated 
by at least ten feet of parking, 
and in some places the two lanes, 
because of topographic conditions 
will be much farther apart, pos- 
sibly half a mile or more. 


Though actually creating a new 
highway between Pittsburgh and 
Harrisburg, a few miles of the 
present Lincoln Highway will be 
utilized a few miles out of Pitts- 
burgh, and an existing highway 
for a few miles out of Harris- 
burg. Both of these old roads 
are now. four-lane roads for the 
distances they will be used as a 
part of the new highway. 
Elimination of Steep Grades. 
There will be no material sav- 
ing in distance between Pitts- 
burgh and Harrisburg by the new 
route, but there will be a saving 
o* from one to two hours in time 
because of the elimination of 
heavy grades and sharp curves. 
By the Lincoln Highway, the dis- 
tance is slightly more than 200 
miles, and by the William Penn 
Highway about 40 miles longer.

Disheartened in Youth, “Reborn in Travail of the Great .W ar 


TREE to Marxism Dates 
Back to His Youth, When 
Union Workmen Forced Him 
Out of J ob as Bricklayer.

OT since Napoleon has a man loomed so 
N large in Europe—or in the world—as 
does Adolf Hitler today. This son of 
the third wife of a petty Austrian customs of- 


of a nation broken and beset by enemies. 
Like Napoleon, he is at once worshiped as a 
god and cursed as a demon. 

Whether he is hero or villain is something 
that will be finally judged in the perspective 
of history. Just now, his Anschluss of Aus- 
tria to Germany—so far the greatest climax 
of his career—brings the events of his life 
into review. 

It is a life that might well have Sernidiad 
the themes for another “Ring’’ by Wagner, 
his favorite composer. It is made up of one 
wild drama after another, each with its thun- 
dering crescendo. Self-exiled from Austria, ' 
he was a wastrel—almost an utter failure— 
when the war brought him rebirth. His post- 
war role of politician seemed ended in the 
tragic-comic “beer hall’’ putsch of 1923. But 
in prison he built a better party and was 
voted into power almost in the glare of the 
burning Reichstag in 1933. And, having 
made himself supreme, he also made himself 
secure by the ‘‘blood purge’ of June, 1934, 
the “Night of the Long Knives.” 

To these mordant “Ring” themes must be 
added his strokes of foreign policy. In the 
fall of 1933 he led Germany out of the 
League of Nations and away frém the disarm- 
ament conference. In the. gpring of 1935 he 
presented the world with a yearmed Reich. 
A year later he reoccupied the Rhineland. 


Some Minor Achievements 

in Diplomacy 

There is still more material for the com- 
poser of a Hitler “Ring.” There are such 
relatively minor triumphs as that of the Saar 
plebiscite, the Anglo-German naval treaty, the 
conquest of Danzig by Nazi votes, the non- 
aggression pact with Poland, and—on a more 
epic scale—the Rome-Berlin axis and inter- 
vention in the Spanish war. 

Nor is there any lack of a leit-motif to 
bind together these developments. It is to 
be found in Hitler’s goal of a unified, proud 
and powerful Germany—to be built by his 
Nationalsozialistische Deutche Arbeiterpartei 
(National Socialist German Workers party). 
This organization is a weird amalgam that 
finds no difficulty in running the whole 
gamut, from anti-Semitism and the Blood and 
Earth cult to simultaneous protestations of 
Socialist and ca>italist principles. 

“This is-the greatest aim which our move- 
ment shall achieve: to give a new faith to 
these questing and erring masses that they 
will each of them once more find a place 
where their hearts will be at peace,” said 
Hitler in 1932. “And that we shall achieve!’’ 

There is another leit-motif for the. Hitler 
saga. It is. the man’s inexorable logic. Many 
attempts have been made to explain him 
away as a neurotic, a mad man, but the 
authoritative Konrad Heiden—certainly no 
friend of Hitlerism—describes him as a great 
intellect and ascribes all his success to logic. 

There has never been any vacillation about 
Hitler’s ultimate objectives. Long ago, in 
“Mein Kampf” and in speeches, he served 
notice of his designs. 

“The German Government has never left 
the British Government in doubt that the 
form of relations between the Reich and Aus- 


fair of the German people which is no con- 
cern of third Powers,” Von Neurath, chief 
of the new German secret council, was able 
te tell the Chamberlain regime the other day, 
for exaniple. 


Health None Too Good, 


But Energy Tremendous. 

Hitler, now 49 years old and a man of 
medium height with a tooth-brush moustache 
and a lock*of mouse-colored hair brushed 
across the top of his head, is not in the best 
physical cendition. Weight that he has put’ 
on in the last few years has resulted in a 
certain flabbiness. His complexion is pasty, 
a fact that is attributed to his early lung 
trouble and the severe gassing of his war 
years. He ‘s neglectfil of: his personal 
affairs. His desk is almost always covered by 
papers in this field that should have had his 
attention. Yet Hitler can and does call on 


ing to such authorities as Heiden, Gunther 


and Roberts. In an emergency — when’ he | 


tria can only be regarded as an internal af-/a 
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feels inspired—he works at a pace that few 
of his associates can maintain. 

Hitler takes no physical exercise except 
walks across the guarded hills of his Bavarian 
estate. He does not ride, swim or fence like 
Mussolini. But he has a craving for speed. 
He never uses a train, always a plane. His 
greatest relaxation comes when he is speed- 
ing over the Nazi-built superhighways of the 
Reich in’ his big, black Mercedes-Benz. 
Shrenk, the chauffeur who died about a year 
ago, was closer to him than any Goebbels 
or Goering. On his death, Hitler declared 
a national day of mourning, created a special 
Schrenk division of Nazi soldiers and person- 
ally designed a banner for his group. 

He loves to design flags. A flag or a band 
will win more followers than a speech, he 
insists. The Swastika banner was his crea- 
tion, even if it was the brothers Strasser 
who made almost everybody in Gérmany 
wear it. For the most part, Hitler goes back 
to the standards of Napoleon and Caesar for 
his designs. 

Although observers call him vain, his 
vanity does not display itself in fine clothes 
—quite the contrary... Immediately after the 
war when every German seemed to be in 
uniform; he appeared in a_ well-tailored, 
double-breasted blue suit. More recently he 
has adopted the Nazi brown blouse for almost 
all appearances. And. he always has his 
rain coat and slouch hat. 


Ate Only Scrambled 


Eggs at Banquet. ; 

He lives a simple life. He does not drink 
or smoke, and no one may smoke near him. 
He eats no meat, but his vegetables are pre- 
pared by one of the best chefs in Germany. 
When he as feted by Mussolini he would eat 
only a double portion of scrambled eggs. 

In Berlin Hitler lives in the new Reich- 
kanzler’s Palast and avoids the old Presiden- 
tial palace, as he does everything that might 
remind the Germans of their republic. He 
helped to design the “hancellor’s palace, 
which is furnished throughout with modern 
metal’ and glass. The walls are given over 
to murals depicting the Wotan myth. 

The Fuehrer occasionally foer across the 
street to the Kaiserhof to sip chocolate, but 
he does not like Berlin. He is much happier 
in his apartment in the Brown House in 


feld, at Berchtesgaden in the Bavarian Alps 
overlooking Austria, His Munich workroom 
is ultra-modern. Its buff walls are offset by 
green lamps and red rugs and furniture. 
There are not less than four pictures and 
copy of the deatn mask of Frederick the 
Great in the room. One of the pictures is 
on Hitler’s desk. A bust of Mussolini has’ 
been pushed into a corner. Most prominent- 
ly displayed, however, is a picture of a part 
of Hitler’s Bavarian regiment under fire on 
a bridge in Flanders. On the desk is an 
array of 72 push buttons. 


Not a Reader, Even of 


Versailles Treaty. 

Hitler reads very little, but has a remart- 
able memory and the ability tu digest facts. 
State papers get more attention than any- 
thing else, but associates have said that they 
are sure that Hitler “1s never read in its 
entirety even the Versailles Treaty. He 
prefers T> get his information in simplified 
form from his Meutenants, especially Goeb- 
bels. And he is quite happy when’ Goering 
comes to Berchtesgaden and the two of them 

can- sit down and discuss affairs informally. 
Hitler has few intimates. Even Goering 
and Goebbels may see him only by appoint- 


ment. - Hess, his personal deputy, may see |-

him every day, and Schacht and Von Ribben- 
trop at one time had unannounced access 
to him at any hour. Goebbels anu his wife 
anc their little daughter, however, aré most 
frequently the Leader’s guests. He likes to 
hold the little girl on his knee. 

Bruckner, his personal bodyguarc, makes 
all normal access to Hitler impossible. He 
is constantly surrounded by SS men. In 
case of a parade or public appearance there 
are motorcycle and automobile detachments 
of SS men as well as solid ranks of them, 
facing alternately in and out. 


Gives His Money to 

Workers or Party. 

Hitler has no money. He long ago ordered 
that his salary should be turned over to a 
workers’ accident benefit fund. The profits 
on “Mein Kampf” must have passed $1,000,- 
000. All of this is said to have gone to the 
party. 

Only a word remains to be said about 
Hitler’s speech—the instrument with which 
he welded his power. He may leave logic 
behind when he mounts the platform. His 
appeal is principally to the emotions. 

Sometimes he screeches or is harsh in his 
tone. His delivery is not polished. His ges- 
tures have little relation to his words. His 
voice at times breaks. But in spite of all 
this, he has gained more followers than 
Mahomet or Peter the Hermit. 


He and Other Dictators. \. 
of Foreign Birth \ 

There must be a rule requi the foreign 
birth of dictators. Napoleon Was a Corsican, 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha was born in Greece. 
Pilsudski was a Lithuanian. Stalin is a Geor- 
gian. Even Schuschnigg was born in Italy. 

Hitler was born on April 20, 1889, in a 
furnished room of what is.now a three-story 
tavern in Braunau on the Inn, in the Austrian 
Waldviertel (Forest Quarter), near the Czech 
border. It is a remote province, inhabited by 
poor, illiterate, God-fearing peasants. 

His father, originally a cobbler, had become 
a minor Government functionary as well as 
a drunkard. The father at first went by 
the name of Alois Shicklgruber, the name of 
his mother, but was legitimatized at the age 
of 40. Perhaps that was fortunate for Hitler. 
“Heil Shicklgruber!"”’ sounds rather impos- 
sible. 

The dictator’s mother was Klara Poelzl, his 
father’s third wife. She had been a maid in 
the house .before going off to Vienna for a 
decade. Also she was a distant cousin of her 
husband. She developed a cancer when young 
Hitler: was 6 years old, but lived for 10 years. 


A strangely repressed personality, she had 
a great influence on the boy, largely, perhaps, 
because he hated his father, who ceaselessly 
bullied him as “moonstruck.” 


Even as Schoolboy He 

Was Revolutionary 

Hitler spent his early childhood in Passau, 
on the Bavarian frontier. Later the family 
moved to Linz, on the Danube—Hitler’s first 
stop on his recent triumphal return to his 
native land. Here he was taught history by 
.@ teacher with Pan-German views that were 
regarded as revolutionary in the Austria of 
Francis Joseph. The boy did not play much 
with his companions. Twitted once because 
he was dreaming over a map, he shouted: 

"7 am eset x back the borders of Ger- 
many.’ 

By the timd he was 16 both of his parents 
were dead and he had recovered from a se- 
vere pulmonary illness. 

Hitler was not a good pupil. He spent the 
last two years of his mother’s life in idleness 
at home. But both he and she excused ‘his 
failures by saying that he was destined to 
become:.a painter. However, later the prin- 
cipal of the Academy of Fine Arts in Vienna 
told Hitler that he was.utterly devoid of tal- 
ent. He suggested that he become ‘an archi- 
tectural draftsman. But Hitler was kept 
from this by his educational. deficiencies. 

In the Austrian capital what little money 
he had was soon gone—some of it for per. 
formances of the Wagner operas, for which 
he began to develop an enthusiasm that has 
not yet abated. He was at Bayreuth when 
Dolifuss was murdered. And now Wagherian 
performances are sometimes siven in the 
Kroll Opera House to conclude Reichatag 
sessions.

Disclosures at the trials have) 
afforded also an insight into the 
internal workings of the machine. 
An intimate picture has been 
given of the price practical poli- 
tics exacts of its rank and file. 
Men and women were drafted to

alty of losing their city jobs 
they refused. Firemen were ex- 
pected to poll the precincts. Po- 
licemen were supposed to “look 
the other way.” Wives of city 
employes would be deemed disloy- 
al if they refused to serve as elec- 
tion officilals—and keep their eyes 
closed and mouths shut. 


12 Trials, 56 Convictions. 


Forty political workers and 
election day officials are faced 
with penitentiary or jail sen- 
tences ranging from five years to 
a month. Twelve sentences al- 
ready have been upheld by the 
United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. In 12 trials to date 
there have been 56 convictions. 
and no acquittals. Some who 


| pleaded guilty or “no contest” and 


testified for the Government have 
been placed on probation. 

More than 100 remain to be 
tried. Another trial is scheduled 
to begin tomorrow. A new grand 
jury is preparing to return addi- 
tional indictments. The end is 
not in sight.

Many City Jobholders.

Ignorant of Their Duties. 


Once the key positions were 
filled, the official roster was de- 
liberately completed with men and 
women ignorant of their duties or 
so glad to get the jobs they would 
do as they were told. Many had 
never served as election officials 
before. Some were pressed into 
service at the last moment, after 
officials “unsatisfactory” to the 
organization had been dismissed 
or induced to withdraw. 
The typical pattern of a cor- 
rupt precinct polling place would 
consist of a precinct captain who 
“ran the works” and a Demo- 
cratic judge who served as his 
Man Friday. The rest of the elec- 
tion day group, judges and clerks, 
usually were “stooges” who had 
no sense of responsibility and 
didn’t realize until brought to 
trial the gravity of their duty as 
election officials. 
Even the precinct captains, well 
aware they were breaking the law, 
but thinking themselves immune 
from prosecution, regarded them- 
selves as skillful players in the 
time-honored game of practical 
politics as it has been played for 
years in this machine-controlied 
city. They regarded stealing a 
vote in the light of stealing sec- 
ond base in a baseball game. It 
was O K, quite within the polit- 
ical rules, if they could get away, 
with it. 
Educated in the Game. 
Some of them had the reputa- 
tion of being honest citizens—ex- 
cept on election day. As Frank 
P. Dixon, the Pendergast precinct 
captain of the Ninth Precinct of 
the Twelfth Ward, said to the 
writer: !

~ None but the most innocent could have supposed 
that the President’s idealism would be wholly acy 
cepted by his associates. But not even the most pes- 
simistic would have been justified in predicting that 
almost the exact opposite would prevail. It did pre- 
vail, however, and its specter now haunts Europe. 
“Peace without victory” went into limbo when the 
United States became one of the belligerents. ‘ Its 
even more expressive corollary which said that “only, 
a peace between equals can last” was repudiated by 
the exclusion of Germany from the conference. The 
spirit of the Fourteen Points, which demanded exact 
justice, even for those who seemed least entitled to it, | 
was effectually done in by the “war guilt” clause 
and the subsequent reparations terms. 

‘AH that remained was the League of Nations,. 
which, as events have proved, was doomed in, the 
main to futility by the refusal of the United States 
to become a member. 

Such was the “peace” that came out of Versailles. 
Its apologists have declared that it was intended as 
a document to be interpreted and that it provid 
for its own amendment. The spirit of its applica- 
tion can best be judged by the fact that it gave 
Hitler to the world. 

When Hitler first showed himself in the beer halls 
of Munich, his only apparent gifts were his challeng- 
ing voice and his. untiring genius for saying the 
same thing over and over again. His developing 
career has proved he had another just as valuable— 
that of knowing the moment of his enemy’s indeci- 
sion. Whether he is a man of even greater parts is 
of no consequence. What he had was all he needed. 
The situation did the rest. 

The German people felt that they had been forced 
to sign away their future while strapped to a board. 
Article 231 of the treaty, by its insistence on the 
sole guilt of Germany and Austria, had struck a 
blow at their moral foundation. The Brussels Con- 
ference, which fixed the amount of reparations at 
the staggering figure of 269 billion gold marks, was 
an indeterminate sentence to economic slavery. 
Even so, the Munich “drummer” did not resolve 
into a menace either for Germany or for Burope until 
1930—and this despite the degradation of the cur- 
rency, the mounting tariff walls that prevented an 
exchange of goods, the French invasion of the Ruhr, 
the spreading unemployment and the wholly un- 
realistic attitude of the Allies, who went from the 
Dawes Plan to the Young Plan without ever scaling 
down the reparations to an amount that could be 
paid. 

In other words, the Weimar Republic was still 
strong enough to be saved if the men of good will 
at its head could have commanded a reasonable sup- 
port from France and England. But while the Na- 
tional Socialists, the Communists, the Social Demo- 
crats, the Catholic Centrists and several other groups 
made a responsible control of affairs a virtual im- 
possibility, France—understandably putting her na- 
tional security ahead of all other considerations— 
still insisted on the “moral obligation” of an un- 
workable treaty. 

In the 1930 elections for the Fifth Reichstag, the 
Nazis polled 6,000,000 of the approximately 34,000,000 
votes. Chancellor Bruening, in a desperate attempt 
to bolster the nation’s economy and to forestall a 
further growth of the Nazis, proposed an economic 
union with Austria. France, supported by England, 
would not allow it. In 1931, Bruening pleaded in 
vain for @ more humane treatment of his country 
if the world wanted to stop Hitler. Im 1932, Hitler 
polled more than 13,000,000 votes for President 
against Von Hindenburg, and in the elections for the 
Sixth Reichstag, the Nazis won’ 230 out of 607 seats. 

Hitler demanded full power, but was refused. For 
a moment it looked as if the tide had turned, for 
when further elections were held in the fall of 1932,

put into force. The bills embodying it have 
not been passed, but they might be jammed 
through Congress in the excitement of the 
beginning of war.

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INVENTIONS IN THE NEWS FIELD. 

Startling things are happening in the field of news 
dissemination. Radio newscasts are by now an old 
story. The person with the time to do so not only 
can tune in on the news a few minutes after it 
happens, but sometimes can actually hear history be- 
ing made. Does a« dictator wish to soothe his own 
nationals and startle the. world with the announce- 
ment of some new, aiidacious policy? The chances 
are that the speech will be broadcast for the whole 
world to hear, although those who do not know the 
language will have to wait until it is rebroadcast 
with a translation. 

But there are more novel adaptations of the radio 
as a news medium. One inventor has patented a|- 
machine to broadcast a facsimile of printed material. 
Mass production, we ara,told, will put these receivers 
within the reath of families of modest income. If 
they like, they can get a new front page hourly. 

Another ingenious man has given us a machine 
which reproduces a printed sound-track, like that 
which runs alongside a moving picture film and 
makes possible the talkies. If one suffers from eye- 
strain or for any other reason prefers hearing the 
news to reading it, he can put the sound-track on a 
little gadget, hook. it up to the reproducing chamber 
of his radio and have the happenings of the day re- 
cited to him.

Pennsylvania Reaches 
Into Past for Solution

maximum grade will not. exceed 3 
per cent, while on the existing high- 
ways grades run as high as 9 per 
cent. Whereas drivers on the pres- 
ent routes find an accumulated 
climb of approximately 14,000 feet, 
the climb on the new road will be 
only 4000 feet. 

Through the elimination of. all 
grade crossings, both highway and 
railroad, and by by-passing all 
towns, the South Pennsylvania 
will be in truth a high speed high- 
way. It will be carried over the 
four railroads which it crosses, 
and there will be. cloverleaf en- 
trances to it from all main high- 
ways and from roads connecting all 
towns near it, 


Collecting the Tolls, 

Toll houses will be established 
at Irwin and Middlesex, at either 
end of the 162 miles of new con- 
struction, and also at every en- 
trance to the road. But a plan 
will be worked out, probably by 
means: of windshield stickers, by 
which a car on which toll hag been 
paid will proceed through to its 
destination without being stopped 
by a second toll taker. 

Because of the low grades and 
construction on the south sides of 
the mountains, but with the road- 
bed we!'l above any record high wa- 
ter of mountain streams, engineers 
have reported thg¢t it will actually 
be an all-weather road, and that no 
longer will it be necessary for 
mountain travel to stop because of 
fog, ice or flood. | 

In the 162 miles, eight of the nine 
tunnels started the railroad 
builders will be utilized, making a 
total tunnel mileage of slightly 
more than six miles. Each of the 
tunnels will be lighted and each 
will have a yentilating system. The 
longest tunnel will be at Sideling 
Hill, near Burnt Cabins, Pa., one 
and one-quarter miles long. There 
will be two others of more than a 
mile in length, Allegheny, near New 
Baltimore, 5919 feet, and Laurel 
Hill, at the Westmoreland and Som- 
erset county line, 5389 feet. An- 
other, Tuscarora, at the Hunting- 
don and Franklin county line, will 
be 5225 feet, just under a mile. The 
shortest of the eight tunnels will 
be 700 feet long. 


Mharge Tentatively Fixed. 

Though the fixing of exact tolls 
must await the completion of the 
highway and with it a determina- 
tion of the annual sinking-fund re- 
quirements, the Pennsylvania Turn- 
pike Commission, created by the 
Legislature to finance, build and 

sxrate the road, has tentatively 
fixed the tolls, basing its estimates 
of a traffic survey made by a New 
York engineering firm and on con- 
struction and maintenance esti- 
mates by the Department of High- 
ways. 

For the entire route, on the basis 
of these estimates, passenger cars 
will pay $1.25 for a one-way trip, 
heavy trucks $6, medium trucks §3, 
light trucks $1.50 and busses $4. 
Cars entering or leaving the high- 
way at intermediate points will pay 
in proportion to the mileage of the 
highway used, and there probably 
will be some reduction for round 
trips. 

Estimated Revenue. 

According to the engineers’ es- 
timates these tolls will produce 
$2,670,000 the first year, and will 
increase each year until by the 
fifth the total revenue from the 
road will be $4,260,000. The traf- 
fic experts based their figures on 
estimates that the first year the 
road will be used by 1,000,000 pas- 
senger cars, 180,000 heavy trucks, 
90,000 medium trucks, 20,000 light 
trucks and 10,000 busses, 

The cost of operation has been 


ij estimated at $648,800 a year, ex- 


clusive of sinking fund require- 
ments, by Chief Engineer Samuel 
W. Marshall, of the Department of 
Highways and Roger B. Stone, en- 
gineer for the Turnpike Commis- 
sion. Maintenance of roadway was 
estimated at $430,000, toll collec- 

$78,000, tunnels, including 


borrowing to perhaps not more 
than $35,000,000. The bonds will 
bear interest at three and thirty- 
eight hundredths per cent, and 
will mature over a period of 40 
years. Only the revenues of the 
road are pledged to them. No 
state credit is behind th and if 
the revenues should not prove suf- 
ficient, not even the roadbed is 


pledged. 

A few days ago the commission 
signed a contract with a New York 
bond house; B, J. Van Ingen & Co., 
under which the buyer agreed to 
take the bonds up to the full 
amount of $60,000,000. 


Additional Source of Revenue, - 

In addition to the tolls, the road 
is expected to produce a very sub- 
stantial income as a result of the 
authority given the commission by 
the legislative act to lease the 
right of way adjacent to the pave- 
ment for telephone, telegraph, elec- 
tric light and power lines, gasoline 
stations, garages, stores, hotels and 
restaurants and for advertising 
signs. 

The Turnpike Commission is 
principally an authority to finance 
the construction of the road and to 
determine policies in connection 
with its operation. Actually con- 
struction and maintenance will be 
by the Department of Highways, 
which will be reimbursed from 
bond issue funds and from the road 
revenues, for its expenditures in 
connecton with the project. 

Although the legislative act creat- 
ing the commission and authoriz- 


ing the construction of the road |. 


provides that when the bonds have 
been retired, or when there has ac- 
cumulated a sufficient fund to meet 
the total bond and interest require- 
ments, the commigsion shall cease 
to exist and the highway shall be 
turned over to the State to be op- 
erated free of tolls, this provision 
is subject to repeal if public 
opinion becomes settled in support 
of construction and maintenance of 
high type through roads by those 
who use them. It will be many 
years before that question ‘will arise 
in connection with this highway, 
and it is not improbable that long 
before that time the toll system 
will become a fixed policy. 
A Glance Into the Future. 

The theory that the users of 
highways should pay for them 
has a very sound economic basis in 
the opinion of John D, Faller, gen- 
eral counsel of the Turnpike Com- 
mission. To a degree, he pointed 
out it {8 the theory of the present 
general highway financing by 
which automobile owners, through 
license fees and gasoline tax, build 
and maintain the roads. The fault 
with that system is that the cost 
also falls on the many thousands 
of automobile owners, whose cars 
never enter a State highway, and 
on trucking and bus companies 
whose business is confined within 
cities. 

Faller expressed doubt that the 
new highway would ever be taken 
out from under the toll system, and 
suggested instead that the toll 
system was more likely to be ex- 
tended. Modern highway construc- 
tion is costly, and a system which 
places on all the people, or at least 
on all the automobile owners, the 
full cost of a luxury or convenience 
which many of them do not use, is 
beginning to be looked upon as 
unfair taxation even though it 
may be considered a public neces- 
sity by.those who use it.

next four years he fought in 468 
battles, but for much of the time— 
from October, 1915, when he was 
promoted lance corporal, he was at 
the regimental base as an orderly.

‘Wounded at Front. 


But he did see his fair share of 
action. He was awarded an Iron 
Cross, second class, in December, 
1914. In a foray at Le Barque on 
Oct. 5, 1916, a grenade splinter took 
him away from the front for five 
months. ’ 

On Sept. 17, 1917, he was awarded 
the Military Service Cross, third 
class, with palms. Later he re- 
ceived a regimental mention for his 
part in the attack on Fontaines on 
May 9, 1918. In the great push of 
1918 he received the Iron Cross, 
first class, for bravery at the bridge 
of Montdidier on Aug. 4 Two 
weeks later he got the Dienstaus 
zeichnung (Service Distinction). 

There is a story about his winning 
of the first Iron Cross which never 
has been denied at the Brown 
House, Nazi party headquarters in 
Munich, 

Hitler had been sent across 4 
supposedly unoccupied salient, with 
dispatches, so the story goes, when 
be heard French voices. Whipping 
out his automatic, he began to 
shout orders as though he were 
commanding a good-sized detach- 
ment of men. Seven Frenchmen 
climbed out of a’ shell hole, their 
hands above their heads. At gun- 
point, the lance corporal marched 
them into the German lines. 

“T could not have done it,” Hitler 
is reported to have said, “if these 
seven had been Americans or En- 
glishmen, They would have got 
me.” 

Although he won more than a 
non-commissioned officer’s share of 
decorations, was twice wounded 
and severely gassed, Hitler was not 
a favorite among his comrades. 
He held forth as aft idealistic pa- 
triot, while the average man in the 
trenches groused and grumbled. 

Comrades Not Present Favorites. 

It is understandable that privates 
did not like such airs in a Corporal, 
It also ig undérstandable that Hit- 
ler elevated only one ofihis fellow- 
soldiers, Sergeant - Major Max 
Amann, to power in later years— 
this despite his: reliance on the 
army, the Reichswehr. 

Hitler persisted in this attitude 
after the Armistice and while rev- 
olution flared across Germany. He 
was in the hospital at Pasewalk, 
blinded by gas, during those days. 
He was unconscious for two weeks, 
and when he recovered somewhat 
he was chagrined to hear as much 
mutinous talk in this Bavarian 
retreat as he had heard in the 
trenches in the latter days of the 


war. 

This talk of Socialism, Commu- 
nism and revolution turned him 
more than ever against Marxism, 
and he was glad .to be sent to a 
camp at Traunstein in the moun- 
taing to recuperate. 

“On Nov. 9, 1918,” he said, “I re- 
solved to become a politician.” 

“How are nations founded?” Hit- 
ler once asked, and himself an- 
swered: “By glorious leaders and 
by. a people that deserves to have 
a crown of laurels bound about its 
brow.” 

Out of uniform and hospital, the 
ex-soldier, thanks to his service 
record, was able to find work as a 
labor spy through his regimental 
officers. That was the real er" 
ning of the NSDAP (Nazi party), 
for in this capacity he met Anton 
Drexler, who, on Jan. 5, 1919, had 
founded the miniature German 
Workers’ party, one of the scores 
of political organizations that 
sprang up in Germany after the 

r 


war. : 

Birth of the Nasi Juggernaut. 
Hitler had heard Dietrich Eck- 
art, Gottfried Feder and Alfred 
Rosenberg hold forth against Jews 
and capitalists in the Munich beer 
halls. He was impressed and late 
in the summer they led him to 
Drexler, a kindly locksmith. After 
gome hesitation, they made Hitler 
the seventh member of the little 
group that eventually was to be- 
come the Nazi juggernaut. 
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The Weimar republic, which has 
been called the most democratic in 
all history, was virtually helpless. 
Still in the mood of the war, the 
Allies would not aid its Stresse- 
mans and Bruenings. And these 
did not advertise their real ac 
complishments. They were too 
aloof. So the Germans came to 
hate their treaty-created govern- 
ment as the badge of their servi- 
tude. And it was easy for Hit- 
ler who became party president in 
1921, to preach not compliance, but 
defiance. 

He made his first bid for power 
in the abortive Munich beer hall 
putsch of Nov. 8, 1923. During 
more than two years of street 
brawling Hitler had rallied some 
15,000 members to his standard 
with the cry of “Deutschland 
erwache!” (Germany awake!) Fi- 
nancial aid came, too, some of it 
secretly from the Army; some of 
it from French sources which be- 
lieved they were encouraging Ba- 
varian separatism; more of it from 
industrialists like Von Borsig, the 
locomotive builder, and. young 
Ernst Hanfstaengl, whose family 
was quite anti-Hitler. Ludendorff 
also joined Hitler as the latter’s 
name spread beyond Munich. 

The Beer Hall Putsch. 

Disorder was rife all over Ger- 
many in the fall of 1923. In Mu- 
nich, Yon Kahr was planning a 
coup. Accompanied by Ludendorff, 
Hitler and several thousand parti- 
sans surprised him during a speech 
in- the Buergerbraeukeller and 
forced him to proclaim a new Reich 
government. Once free, Kahr re- 
canted, collected troops and crushed 
the Hitlerites. A few dozen police 
summoned from the country really 
were enough to overcome them in 
a brisk encounter at the Feldherrn- 
halle on Nov. 9. 

Hitler threw himself to the 
ground at the first burst of fire 
and in doing so. broke his shoul- 
der. He escaped by automo- 
bile, but was arrested at the coun- 
try home of a friend a few days 
later. Ludendorff, too, was seized. 

The treason trial that ensued 
provided some of the best publicity 
that Hitler ever received. With him 
in the dock were Ludendorff, the 
war hero, Roehm, Frick and other 
Nazi leaders. Goering had fled the 
country. Reporters from all parts 
of the world were present and Hit- 
ler was permitted to harrangue 
them from the witness stand. 

“Be assured that I do not look 
upon the achievement of'a position 
in the Ministry as worth striving 
for,” he told them prophetically. “I 
do not consider it to be worthy of 
a great. man to be content that his 
name should merely be recorded in 
history as having been a Minister. 

“The vision that stands before 
my eyes was of far higher value 
to me from the very beginning. I 
wished to be the destroyer of Marx- 
ism. I will achieve this task, and 
once I have done so the title of 
Minister will be ridiculous in my 
sight.” 

Despite his oratory, Hitler was 
sentenced to five years’ imprison- 
ment in the fortress of Landsberg. 
However, not daring to convict Lu- 
dendorff, the court decided that he 
was so overcome by emotion during 
the putsch that he did not see or 
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was planned to appoint Hitler Com- 
missioner of the Gendarmerie of 

Hildburghausen in Thuringia. 
Opponents, however, heard of the 
scheme and laughed it down. It 
was not until some time later that 
Dietrich Klagges was able to name 
Hitler as counselor of the Bruns- 
wick legation in Berlin (an alto- 
gether picayune post). - 

A pact between Hitler and Hug- 
enberg, the Nationalist publisher, 
opened the latter’s newspapers and 
radio stations to Nazi propaganda 
in 1929 and also put new funds ip 
the party coffers. Hitler was not 
far from power. 


Dwindling Power of the 

Meanwhile, the darkest days of 
the Weimar republic had dawned. 
Bruening, called the greatest Ger- 
man Chancellor since Bismarck, 
was forced .to govern by decree. 
From 1930 to 1932 the Reichstag 
did not pass a single law. But 
these constitutional tricks were of 
no avail to the man who is now 
an exile at Harvard. He was merely 
forging weapons for Hitler. 

Franz von Papen, representative 
of the * industrialists, and Kurt 
von Schleicher, the army’s political 
general, were called to office in 
turn by the aging President von 
Hindenburg. But with almost 14,- 
000,000. votes for Hitler as Presi- 
dent, and more than 200 seats in 
the Reichstag (which was always 
dissolved as fast as its members 
were elected) the Nazi opposition 
in 1932 was too great. 

The Nationalists were finally 
forced to deal with Hitler. They 
offered him the chancellorship on 
his own terms after he had spurned 
an earlier proffer and had crushed 
their efforts to split his party. Still 
they hoped, by retaining eight of 
the 11 cabinet seats, to clip Hitler's 
wings. But they reckoned without 
their man. He had come to power 
by constitutional means, as he had 
promised, Now iM meéeant.to exer- 
cise that power. 

Hitler took office on Jan. 30, 1933. 
His party had 196 votes in the 
Reichstag. Even by counting on the 
51 Nationalist votes, the Fuehrer 
was not assured of a clear major- 
ity of the 584 members. If the 100 
Communist délegates could be 
eliminated, things would be safer. 
Hitler ordered a new election for 
March 5. 

In power, one of Hitler’s first acts 
was to give his-followers their cay 
against the “international” Jews. 
A 24-hour boycott was proclaimed 
during which the Brown Shirts had 
almost complete immunity as they 
picketed and placarded Jewish, 
business establishments and other- 
wise harassed members of the 
race. 

Howevere, this was only a pre- 
lude to a more systematic anti- 
Semitism. Soon Jews were de- 
prived of citizenship, refused the 
right to employ or marry Gentiles, 
and barred from such professions 
as medicine and the law. Conduc- 
tors were driven from the podium, 
university professors from the plat- 
form, editors from their desks, and 
civil servants from their offices. 

And, as wholesale arrests filled 
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and vested all power in Berlin. In 
Bavaria alone there was a futile 
gesture against this “rape of the 
states.” It collapsed with the ap- 
proach of Von Epp, who had been 
designated by Hitler to govern this 
former Center stronghold. 

Hitler’s “Staatstreich” (coup) was 
complete. He had indeed come into 
power without a revolution.. Now 


Germany. 

July 7 th® four parties of the Left 
were abolished. The parties of the 
Right and Center, meanwhile, com- 
mitted suicide under pressure. They 
all announced their dissolution and 
a decree (July 14) prohibited the 
formation of any new political or- 
ganization. 

The labor unions already had 
been taken over, and the totalitar- 
ian State was a fact. Its accom- 
plishment in that spring of 1933 
was described by one observer as 
a “cold-blooded, long-drawn-out, di- 
luted St. Bartholomew's Eve.” 

Hitler had to wait only for the 
death of Von Hindenburg to merge 
the offices of president and chan- 


But with the nation un- 
der his thumb, or at hig back, as 
one pleases, the party threatened 
to get out of hand. Some of the 
more ambitious or more radical 
Nazi leaders began to clamor for 
the fruits of victory. 

Blood Purge and “Executions.” 

All opposition was speedily and 
brutally crushed in the purge of 
June 30, 1934. Hitler himself gave 
the signal for this blood bath by 
his personal arrest of Roehm near 
Munich. Goering was in charge 
of matters in Berlin. At least 73 
persons were murdered or sum- 
marily executed, but Hitler never 
placed the number above 37. 

Among the victims were Gen. von 
Schleicher and his wife, Dr. Erich 
Klausner, head of Catholic Action, 
and four other Catholic leaders, and 
at least eight Brown Shirt leaders, 


The purge seemingly put an end 
to internal political problems, al- 
though it left Germany with many 
a hard economic nut to crack. Now, 
while he was being made into a 
mythical hero at home, Hitler could 
look abroad. 

With a shrewd eye on the chang- 
ing international situation, he be- 
gan to undo the peace treaty. By 
way of a prelude Germany left the 
League and the disarmament con- 
ference on Oct. 14, 1933. On March 
16, 1935, Hitler admitted that an

In discursive style she catalogues 
such interesting ttems as the 
amount of liquor consymed by the 
Londoner of that period, the aver- 
age wages paid to servants, the 
cost of postage to Birmingham, and 
the number of pickpockets arrested 
in 1739. There are informative 
chapters dealing with the medical 
situation, housing problems, and 
educational facilities. ° 

‘The book is replete with bits of 
information not found generally in 
the history books. A section of 
curious interest is that dealing with 
periodicals, in which the author 
mentions the quaint system where- 
by mewspapers, whose purchase 
price was usually beyond the reach 
of the average Londoner, could be 
rented for an hour or so at a nomi- 
nal fee, the cost per hour being 
higher in the morning than in the 
evening. An item which may 
astonish housewives is the author’s 
report that Mrs. Glass, a recipe 
expert of the day, recommended six 
pounds of butter as sufficient for 
the crust of goose pie.

Lenin and Stalin 
In Contrast 


THE RUSSIAN REVOLUTION. By V. |. 
Lenin and Joseph Stalin. (International 
Publishers, New York.) 


HIS volume opens with one 

man’s analysis and closes with 

a state’s decree. The analysis is 
Lenin's famous “April Theses,” the 
first declaration upon his return 
from exile on April 16, 1917. Suc- 
cinctly he sums up what. he be- 
lieves to be the situation: “a transi- 
tion from the first. stage of the rev- 
olution—which’... placed power 
into the hands of the bourgeoisie— 
to the second stage, which must 
place power into the hands of the 
proletariat and the poor strata of 
‘the peasantry.” By Jan. 19, the 
last remnants of “bourgeois pow- 
er” are cleared away with the dis- 
solution of the Constituent Assem- 


Here we have the theme and plot 
of the book. It is fitting that this 
volume should open and close with 
a selection by Lenin. But it is to be 
regretted that the publishers found 
it n to insert some 80 pages 
of Stalin’s uninspired and unorig- 
inal contributions. It seems to be 
the purpose of the book to improve 
on history, for this Joseph was not 
its. favorite child. His brothers 
and the other Bolshevik iead- 
ers seem to have. received 
more attention in 1917. Stalin’s 
faithful editors have seen to it 
that history does not repeat its 
mistake in this collection of pa- 
pers.and speeches.

THE MARKET PLACE: Reminiscences of « 
Financial Editor, By Alexander Dana 
Noyes. (Little, Brown G Co., Boston.) 


T 76, the financial editor of the 

New York Times looks back 

over his half-century and more 
in American journalism to give us 
a lively, readable and informative 
autobiography. The book is one 
which builders of journalism li- 
braries will want for their shelves, 
while the passing reader will find 
its long view illuminating. 

On graduating from Amherst 
College, young Noyes went first to 
the New York Tribune as a “space” 
reporter. Next he was financial 
editor of the old New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser for five years. 
For 29 years thereafter, he was 
with the Evening Post, transfer- 
ring to the New York Times in 
1921, From. each editorial watch 
tower he has followed the world of 
public affairs—particularly that 


part of it which centered in the 


market place. 


Reporting, as he does, on events 
since Cleveland's defeat of Blaine 
in 1884, Mr. Noyes recounts the 
history of American depressions 
and booms over a third of the na- 
tion’s life. It is an impressive re- 
citai. For while the writer at no 
time gives so much detail that the 
reader is wearied, he is almost 
continuously tracing the course of 
the business cycle, up and down, up 
again and down ‘again, to the pres- 
ent. The American people, it seems, 
have either ridden the crest of the 
wave or floundered in a trough of 
despondency. 

Among the delights of the book 
are its crisp characterizations of 
the personages of the times: God- 
kin, Dana, and Bryant, Ochs, 
Blaine, Cleveland, Bryan, Morgan, 
and Harriman, the Roosevelts and 
scorés of others. It does not take 
Mr, Noyes long to describe John 
W. Gates, whose reckless specula- 
tions set Wall Street on its ear 
as the century ended, but his pic- 
ture of the little rubicund promo- 
ter, with his breezy assurance and 
impudence, is one that does not 
soon fade, 


The final chapters—“The Depres- 
sion of the Thirties” and “Franklin 
Roosevelt and the Era of Experi- 
ment”—are significant as sincere 
efforts at appraising the decade 
since the crash. Mr. Noyes ap- 
proves the way in which the bank- 
ing crisis of 1938 was handled: 
but much of the rest of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s conduct he finds hardly that 
of a statesman. The lag of 1987 
does not worry him. He ig reas- 
sured by the fact that his “countfy 
is once more in the position of 
world economic leadership, and that 
all past experience has shown its 
people as a whole -to be tenacious 
of the country’s best traditions.”

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PRINCE HUBERTUS 
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CONQUEST OF THE PAST: An Autobiogra- | 
phy. By Prince Hubertus zu Loewenstein. 
(Houghton Mifflin’ Co., Boston.) 


AD it not been for the World 
War and the Nazis, Prince Hu- 
bertus zu Loewenstein would be 
residing quietly today, amid some- 
what musty grandeur, in one of his 
ancestral castles in Southern Ger- 
many or the Austrian Tyrol, In- 
stead, he is an exile, banished from 
Austria and proclaimed by Hitler 
a traitor to the German Reich. How 
it came about that this young 
aristocrat sacrificed family ties and 
traditions to become a devoted 
fighter for democracy is the theme 
of his autobiography. 

The history of Prince Loewen- 
stein’s family goes back to the 
eighth century. In its veins runs 
the blood of the Carolingian, Hohen- 
staufen and Franconian Emperors, 
the Hapsburgs, Plantaganets, Wit- 
telsbachs, the houses of Savoy and 
Aragon. The young Prince, im-

UT out of commission early in 
p its running, Stanley Young’s 

poetic drama of life in a Ken- 
tucky trading post during the late 
eighteenth century doubtless will 
never see the light again as a pro- 
fessional production. The piece 
holds much promise, however, for 
the more ambitious non-profession- 
al groups of actors. 

It is a blood-and-thunder affair 
about two brothers and the woman 
they both love, about primitive vil- 
lainy and pasts which catch up 
with people. In plot and most of 
the characterization, it shows the 
ineptness of the author. But 
Young need not apologize for the 
play, for the best of the poetry that 
he has put into it sets him far up 
in the list of today’s writers for the 
theater. 


“Robin Landing” reads excep- 
tionally well. It abounds in color 
and atmosphere, it creates the feel- 
ing of the wilderness and the isola- 
tion of the settlement where the 
drama takes place.

J. M. Barrie’s 
Autobiography 


THE GREENWOOD HAT: Being « Memoir 
of James Anon. By J. M. Barrie. (Charlies

T is typical of Sir James Barrie 
that his only autobiography has 
little to say about the successful 
author of “Margaret Ogilvy” and 
“The Admirable Crichton.” Com- 
piled a few years before the 
nowned author’s death in 1937, “The 
Greenwood Hat” is a c 
glance backward at Barrie's first 
years in London. He was then

boots.” He lived on buns and 
cheese, opened a bank account 
when a hole appeared in his waist- 
coat pocket, and wrote—in less than 
two years—some 800 little essays 
on rooks and schoolday pranks, 
little folk and pathetic things. A 
hundred forty of these were pub- 
lished without signature, principal- 
ly in the “St. James Gazette,” and 
then, in 1887, an editor put the 
name, Barrie, at the end of one of 
them and James Anonymous was 

no more.

Barrie opens each. chapter of his 
memoirs with one of those airy 
products of his literary adolescence, 
following it with a brief comment 
on -how it came to be written, what 
became of the people mentioned in 
it — some of them famous — and 
what the author himself was doing 
and thinking at the time. The self- 
confidence of the writer of 75 is 
shown not only in the superior writ- 
ing found in the comments but ‘n 
the fact that he revives his 1885- 
1887 articles without apology.

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Dramatic Life 
Of a Traitor 


RENOWN. By Frank O. Hough. (Carrick 
and Evens, inc., New York.) 


HE story of Benedict Arnold 

is a dark and curious chapter 

in American history, and the 
Traitor has become almost a legen- 
dary figure in our national folklore, 
As material for an historical novel, 
Arnold's life offers fascinating pos- 
sibilities, many of which Mr, Hough 
has realized in a fine delineation 
of this ambitious, passionate man 
and his life-long quest for Renown. 
With the revolt of the American 
colonies, Arnold’s rise to fame was 
rapid. Soon the obscure New En- 
gland merchant had become 4 na- 
tional hero, acclaimed the “sword 
arm of the Revolution” and deco- 
rated by Washington himself as his 
“most valued General.” Neverthe- 
less hig abilities as a commander 
often were dominated ‘by a proud. 
quick-tempered disposition and a 
thirst for glory—traits which led to 
his disaffection and eventual] trea- 
son. 


Mr. Hough’s account of the West 
Point conspiracy is both dramatic 
and convincing. Arnold, motivated 
partly by personal grievances, part- 
ly by a sincere belief in reunion 
with England, fell an easy vic 
tim to flattering British diplomacy, 
tempting him with the renown of 
ending the war. The secret cor- 
respondence with the enemy, the 
midnight meeting with Maj. Andre 
on the banks of the Hudson, the 
discovery of the plot and Arnold's 
flight to the British, all combine 
to produce a powerful climax. 
Through it all runs the indispen- 
sible thread of romance between 
Arnold and his wife, the Tory- 
minded Peggy Shippen of Philadel- 
phia. Although her actual part in 
the comspiracy remains doubtful, 
her devotion is beyond question, for 
she stood by her husband to the 
end of his life.

PLAY IN POETRY. By Louis Untermeyer. 
(Harcourt, Brace G Co., New York.) 


N this printing of the Henry 

Ward Beecher Lectures, delivered 

at Amherst last October, Mr. Un- 
termeyer comes to grips with one 
of the mysteries of poetic appeal. 
His real topic is poetic metaphor, 
the “nimble magic in which writer 
and reader conspire to escape real- 
ity.” Not very far removed’ from 
the figures of everyday speech, it 
has been used, as he points out, in 
amusing tribute to the lady loved 
by the Cavalier, or as a statement 
of the mystic’s hunger for God, or 
simply to display a writer’s cun- 
ning with words and rhymes. There 
is amusement for the reader in the 
apt mis-rhyming of Ogden Nash as 
in Vaughan’s or Crashaw’s fantas- 
tic figures of speech. For Mr. Un- 
termeyer, apparently, the prosodic 
“play” in the one case is of the 
same piece as the figurative be- 
wilderment of the other. . 
. 


But is not this too large a con- 
cession to make, even though col- 
lege students form the audience? 
When the poetry-lover hears Mrs. 
Meynell's lines, 

Flocks of the memories of the 

day draw near 

The dovecote doors of ‘sleep, 
he is.not tickled agreeably at the 
neatness- of the parallel between 
the homing doves and the crowd- 
ing memories of the day’s events. 
There is no time for noticing the 
cleverness of the image. Wit and 
its analysis come long after, for 
the professor and lecturer to point 
out, The reader of great poetry is 
given a new experience, not offered 
an instance of verbal gymnastics.

Of course, as Mr. Untermeyer 
might have said, a poet has a sense 
of the ridiculous, and likes to play 
tricks with words, his tools: but, if 
he approaches the point,.as Brown- 
ing did, where he himself fails to 
distinguish between verbal clown- 
ing and sincerity of ‘impression, 
readers of his -verse are going to 
continue to suppose that poetry is 
a silly form of amusement.

And Hated 


THE PRIVATE LETTERS OF PRINCESS 
LIEVEN. Translated and Edited by Peter

N HER day, the publication of the 
[private letters of Princess Lieven, 
which held half the guilty secrets 
of the highest Buropean circles,

In the lifetime of her last surviving 
son, who died in the ‘80's, pub- 
lication still might have proved ‘a 
dangerous undertaking. For this 
reason, the son willed that they, re- 
main unexamined for a further 
period of 50 years. By 1919, how- 
ever, war and revolution having in- 
tervened, there was no longer any 
danger in retracing the path of 
“one of the most intelligent, most 
feared and worst hated women” of 
her time, The letters, then first 
published, are now offered to the 


English-speaking world,

The beautiful daughter of an an- 
cient and illustrious Livonian family, 
much in favor at the Imperial Rus- 
sian court, from the beginning the 
future Princess moved always to- 
ward miore power, At 15, under the 
direction of the Empress, she-.con- 
tracted a loveless “but entirely suit- 
able” marriage to the then Count 
Lieven, who, still in his twenties, 
had already achieved an. exalted 
military rank; and this marriage, 
in spite of numerous infidelities- of 
Madame -Lieven, "was to constitute 
her passport to the courts of Eu- 
rope for more than 40 years. 

These letters cover the period 
from 1820 to 1826, and were ad- 
dressed to Prince Metternich, the 
Chancellor of Austria-Hungary. At 
this time, the Princess was in Lon- 
don as the Russian Ambassador’s 
wife, and was at the very height of 
her influence. Among the many 
personages ~whose motives and man- 
ners she revealed were the King, 
the Duke of Wellington, Sir Walter 
Scott and Chateaubriand.

It would seem wiser 
if the man who :nakes the machine 
has also to run it, and in six of 
the cities and county boroughs— 
Liverpool, Blackburn, Bootle, Burn- 
ley, Oldham and St. Helens—the 
Chief Constable appears to be both 
organizer and executive officer. In 
Bolton and in Bury it is the town 
clerk. | 

In 12 places no appgintment at 
all has been made for control, and 
the majority of non-county  bor- 
oughs place the responsibility on 
the Chief Constable of Lancashire, 
represented locally, of course, by a 
superintendent. 


Attitude Seems Casual. 


At the moment, there is some- 
thing rather casual’ about the whole 
attitude to the problem of control. 

The making of brief,- clear re- 
ports, verbally or in writing and 
under tsrrifying conditionge, is no 
unskilled job, and the returning 
of short but complete, unmistak- 
able, and prompt orders in re 
sponse, is no less important. A 
great deal of training in this mat- 
ter is given to officers inthe: serv- 
ices for good reasons. But only 
four towns in Lancashire have any 
communicable ideas on intelligence. 

Another important headquarters 
section to which only Liverpool, 
Manchester, Bolton and Bootle ap- 
pear to have given attention is that 
for gas detection. This must be a 
small section of first-class chem- 
ists and specialists who would be 
called upon to determine the type 
of gas met with when doubt ex- 
isted or if a ne’ or an unfamiliar 
gas were used. They would have 
to decide how to deal with it. 

When the shortness of the warn- 
ing ig considered, it is clear that 
all large business houses, factories 
and works must provide protection 
for the émployes who live more 
than a few minutes ‘away from 
their employment and, in the in- 
terests of property and plant, pro- 
vision for fire fighting and decon- 
tamination should be made. Both 
for fires and for decontamination 
immediate action is essential and 
broken roads or water mains might 
prevent any aid from the local serv- 
ices, Each undertaking should 
have a miniature of the town’s 
scheme adapted to the smaller 
community. 


Except at Bolton, where the 
Chamber of Commerce issued the 
instructions on factory schemes ‘to 
all its members, Liverpool, where 
lectures were organized, and Man- 
chester, where a committee has 
been formed, nothing has been 
done, with the exception of Ashton, 
where the Chamber of Trade mem- 
bers are prominent among the vol- 
unteers.

MORTGAGE BANKERS 
SEE NO BUILDING BOOM 


Cite High Construction Costs 
and Current Decline in 
Business Activity. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, March 19.—A major- 
ity of the mortgage bankers polled 
by the Mortgage Bankers Associa- 
tion of America believe the new 
construction volume this year would 
be smaller than in 1937, a survey 
showed today. 

Seventy-one per cent of the bank- 
ers participating in the survey ex- 


pressed belief that residential con- 
struction would decline, despite 
somewhat lower building costs and 
increased Government activity in 
the field. Seventy-two per cent ex- 
pected a decline in the total new 
building volume. 

A. D. Fraser, president of the as- 
sociation, said a decline in total 
new building was least expected in 
the Middle West, where 62 per cent 
of the bankers expect a lower vol- 
ume. In the South, 72 per cent of 
the bankers anticipate a decline; 
in the East the majority is 77 per 
cent; in the Far West and moun- 
tain states, 88 per cent. 

Fraser said principal reasons 
given were construction costs and 
the current decline in business ac- 
tivity. Financing is not a factor 
because construction money is 
cheap and readily available, both 
private and Government funds. 

He said 88 per cent of the mem- 
bers replying in the survey de- 
clared building costs were holding 
back new construction. This opinion 
was strongest in the Far West and 
mountain states. Ninety per cent 
of the members in the South, 80 
per cent in the East and 86 per cent 
in the Middle. West said this was 
the principal deterrent factor.

from April 25 to 29. About 1000 
women will be here as delegates. 
The purpose of the convention is 
to adopt a program of activity. 
The National League of Women 
Voters, with 466 local branches in 
the United States, was founded in 
St. Louis in 1919, when the Woman 
Suffrage Amendment became. ef- 
fective. The league divides tne 
intérests of its members into six 
departments, and all of these are 
studied only insofar as Government 
touches them. The six are: Edu- 
cation, Foreign Policy, Child Wel- 
fare, Economic Welfare, Legal 
Status of Women and the Opera- 
tion of Government.

capped and children’s clinics); 
$6000 on relief (Red Cross); $23,000 
in the family field; $29,000 on lel- 
sure time activities (camps, play- 
grounds and arts and crafts); $35,- 
000 for community planning activi- 
ties (community funds, central vol- 
unteer it and social service); 
$3000 on” ural activities; $1000 
on children’s theater; $3000 on sur- 
veys and more than $10,000 on 
miscellaneous projects. 

The report also lists various 
types of money-raising activities 
successfully conducted by member 
leagues last year, with social fuc- 
tions the favorite. The largest sum 
was raised by means of theatrical 
productions. Other means follow: 
Sports events, rummage sales, fash- 
fon shows, art exhibits, rummage 
shops, gift shops and tea rooms, 
children’s theater and libraries. 

The report covers all Junior 
Leagues (137 in the United States, 
six in Canada and one each in Mex- 
ico and Hawali). Since then three 
new groups have been added, mak- 
ing a total of 148.

HAT are the real reasons for 
Warvorce: What causes most 

of the trouble in married life? 
You may pick up the paper and 
read that Mrs. Jones divorced her 
husband John for extreme mental 
cruelty, when the actual cause, 
which we would all understand, was 
John’s failure to make her a prop- 
er allowance. It’s a fairly safe bet 
that a pocketbook .s more likely to 
be responsible for a break-up than 


another man or woman. And so it 
’ 


goes. : 


A recent national survey shows. 


that two-thirds of the quarrels .be- 

tween husbands and wives concern 

money matters. Of course, not 

all of these people get divorces. But 

money is at the root of much of the 
. ; a 


friction ‘that ends in the divorce 
courts. This fact is supported by 
Archbald M. Crossley, conductor of 
the nation-wide polls, and Theodore 
A. Apstein, chairman of the Na- 
tional Divorce Reform League. 
Crossley interviewed a cross-section 
of men and women from coast to 
coast and Apstein chose 1000 at 
random in New York State. 

The inquisitors asked happily 
married, unhappily married, and 
divorced people the common causes 
of divorce. They answered that fi- 
nancial matters aré responsible for 
13 per cent; too hasty and ill-con- 
sidered marriages, 10 per cent; 
selfishness, 6 per cent; “divorce too 
easy to obtain,” 6"per cent; incom- 
patibility, 4 per cent; infidelity, 4 
per cent, and scattering reasons, 57 
per cent. 

This last group included such 
things as religious differences, lack 
of children, outside diversions, too 
much .temperament, and magnify- 
ing of petty details. There was a 
man who wished to be free of a 
wife who insisted on selecting all 
his clothes, and the woman who got 
tired of being spanked every time 
she did not answer, “Yes, Sir,”' to 
her husband. : There was another 
wife who disliked the fence her 
husband built down the middle of 
the. bed, to keep from being crowd- 
ed. There are countless such fac- 
tors promoting friction which are 
ruled out of our good state courts. 
That is why they masquerade, too 
often, as adultery. 

But notice! Adultery, the most 
accepted cause, got a rating of only 
4 per cent by the people who spoke 
the truth. The effect of interfer- 
ence by in-laws on marital rela- 
tions was shown in this, and other 
recent polis, as practically nil. 

“All right!” you are saying. “Why 
don’t people stop lying to the courts 
and tell the truth?”

If you want a divorce, don’t think 
that all you have to do is file an 
application, present your charges, 
and in due time—brief time—a 
Judge will restore you to freedom 
and circulation. It all depends on 
where you live as to whether you 
can even get a divorce. 


Of courge, if you are rich enough 
to afford it, you can take a Diesel- 
engined stream-liner to Nevada, 
stay six weeks, and be virtually 
certain of getting a decree. Or you 
may spend 60 days in Wyoming, 


and 90 days in either Florida, Ar- 


kansas, or Idaho and get the same 
results. 


But your home state may rate 
you. as a bigamist, even though 
clergy and justices give you their 
benefit. Some  states—Georgia, 
New York, Pennsylvania, North 
Carolina and South Carolina—won’t 
recognize the quick divorce method. 
Eight other states will accept such 
decrees only with literal compliance 
with their own laws. 


If you live in South,Carolina you 
might as well make up your mind 
to celebrate your golden wedding 
anniversary unless you change your 
state forever or can get an annul- 
ment. This state does not grant 
or recognize divorce. At least, there 
you know where you stand.

mer Constance Grenelle Wilcox, 
wasn't valid. The Justice held that 
the Princess Pignatelli No. 1 had 
not been properly served with a 
summons in the Reno action, and 
for good measure pointed out that 
the Prince had admittedly estab- 
lished his residence in Nevada 
solely for the purpose of obtaining 
a divorce. 

ND there is the case of Rufus

Justice gave the 
first Mrs. Bush a decree with $50 
a week alimony, quite as though 
the Arkansas divorce and second 
marriage never had been.

When love dies a 
man and woman must got be made 
to live together, While there are 
many reasons for divorce, I believe 
that it should be lenient as regards 
grounds of separation. 

“For instance, there should be 
no attendant publicity. The law 
should grant an interval of time 
between the divorce and the grant- 
ing of it, during which all attempts

Apstein, serving as chairman of 
the legislative committee that is 
trying to make divorce easier and 
more honest in New York State, 
says: “If you haven’t money enough 
to go to one of the states which 
grants a quick divorce, and you live 
in New York, you plead infidelity. 
Ninety-five per cent of the New 
York divorces are collusiv®@ Law- 
yers and Judges alike know it, but 
there is nothing we can do about it. 


“The New York Enoch Arden 
law does provide an annulment 
after five years of absence of one 
of the two parties, providing the 
other can prove the missing one 
has not been located and circum- 
stances indicate that he is dead. 
This reason leads ple to commit 
perjury, too, for they often say 
they believe someone to be dead in 
order to obtain an annulment.” 


Though. polls show money mat- 
ters as the most frequent cause of 
marital friction, 18 states do not 
recognize failure to provide as a 
divorce ground. Even less recogni- 
tion is given to incompatibility, yet 
if people told the truth in their pe- 
titions, it would get the highest 
mark as a divorce cause, research- 
ers say, and they are supported by 
many ministers who are constantly 
consulted by members of their con- 
gregations. 

Dr. John Haynes Holmes, famous 
pastor of the Community Church in 
New York City, says: 

“Not all people can live with all 
other people. We are not born 


riage. Doctors, psychiatrists and 
clergymen should be set to the task 
of re-establishing it. When all ef- 
forts have been made, if the parties 
still want it, it should be granted 
without further questioning.” 

Dr. Holmes has a marriage clinic 
within his own church, in charge 
of a capable man and woman, 
where both young and older people 
are given advice and instructions. 
It annually saves a large number 
of marriage break-ups, he asserts. 


Each year 1,200,000 couples marry 
in the United States and, just as 
regularly, 200,000 couples are di- 
vorced, But it isn’t the newly mar- 
ried who are most likely to want 

, divorce escape, despite the fact that 
money matters and incompatability 
are the most frequent true causes. 
Statistics from Great Britain show 
that 41 per cent of the English di- 
vorces took place after - marriage 
had lasted between 10 and 20 years. 
Out in Seattle the divorce proctor, 
Evangeline Starr, found that the 
third 10 years of married. life are 
the most difficult. Coming back to 
England again, less.than 1 per cent 
of divorces take place when the 
marriage has lasted less than. two 
years, 

The National Divorce Reform 
League discovered that 91 per cent 
of the people polled believe in uni- 
form divorce laws for the states. 

The nation may have the oppor- 
tunity to pass on this question at 
the polls, for Senator Arthur Cap- 
per of Kansas has proposed a con- 
stitutional amendment for submis- 
mission to the states which would 
permit the Federal Government to 
supervise marriage and divorce laws 
of all. states. Grounds for divorce 
he favorsfare adultery, cruelty, de- 
sertion, conviction of an infamous 
crime and incurable insanity.

If it is an al fresco repast to 
be served on a verandah, a ter- 
race, in a garden, or a picnic lurich 
to be packed in a tonneau, there 
is a better way to plan and pre 
sent it. : 


To the experienced housekeeper, 
it means adapting old methods to 
new conditions, or vice versa, Not 
every cook accustomed to the lat- 
est in coffee making machines, 
knows how to make good boiled 
coffee in an old-fashioned pot over 
a@ camp grill 


Scald the pot. Have it immacu- 
late (how many good housekeepers 
slip up on this?) Measure accurate- 
ly one heaping tablespoon of coffee 
per cup of water and one over “for 
the pot.” Break into it one egg, us- 
ing only the white and the shell well 
crushed. Mix with about one-fourth 
cup cold water. Add a pinch of galt 
to bring out the flavor, then the ac- 
curately measured cups of boiling 
water. Bring slowly to a boil three 
times, removing from the fire each 
time it boils up. After the third 
time, remove from the flame and 
let stand in a warm place 10 min- 
utes to settle. 


Or how to make toast on a kero- 
sene stove. Place a clean asbestos 
pad over the burner. When thor- 
oughly heated, lay bread on pad 
and turn until both sides are 
brown. 


For the novice, time, labor and 
space saving techniques are rec- 
ommended which are applicable to 
the modern kitchenette as well as 
rustic living. Two types of menus

No matter how 
enthusiastic the cooks may feel in 
advance, plan to cook not more 
than one or two articles on the 
camp fire. For the remainder of 
the meal, plan food which can be 
prepared ahead and distributed 
without too many complications, 
Foods recommended as especially 
adapted to outdoor cooking are: 
coffee, chops, steaks, wieners, corn- 
beef hash, bacon and eggs, ham, 
fish, meat balls, corn on the cob, 
baked potatoes, Meat balls and fish 
cakes should be mixed and shaped 
at home, leaving merely the actual 
cooking to be done on the picnic 
grill. 

The ready-made picnic necessi- 
tates considerable preparation 
ahead of time but simplifies mat- 
ters at the picnic spot, One of 
many menus suggested is, cold 
roast chicken, eggplant with cheese 
in casserole, green bean salad with 
bacon dressing, melba toast, pick- 
les, jam, fresh strawberries, cup 
cakes, coffee. Everything can be 
cooked and placed in thermos jugs 
or bottles ready to be served. Lack- 
ing a thermos jug, a good-sized cov- 
ered casserole serves almost as well 
if it is removed piping hot from the 
oven and wrapped in several layers 
of paper and finally in a very 
heavy towel. 

Where the outdoor meal is mere- 
ly incidental to a motor trip and 
space is at a premium, the paper 
box and thermos bottle plan is ad- 
vised. Hot soup, coffee, ice water, 
can be carried in thermos bottles. 
The rest of the food is fitted into 
a sturdy paper box along with pa- 
per plates, cups and cutlery. When 
the picnic is over, it is a simple 
matter to dispose of everything but 
the thermos bottles, Individual pa- 
per boxes each containing a com- 
plete lunch and equipped for one 
person, is another plan. All pickles, 
sandwiches and moist foods should 
be wrapped separately in paraffin 
paper. A suggested box lunch menu 
is chicken salad in carton, devilled 
eggs, cottage cheese with chives, 
bread and butter sandwiches, olives, 
radishes, celery, half melon, coffee.

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OOKING for one is a pleasant 

diversion for many & person, 

who, by necessity or preference, 
lives alone, To come home after 
a busy day at the office, change 
from business clothes, then leisure- 
ly prepare an appetizing, well bal- 
anced dinner, is a happy way of re- 
laxing. 

Strange as it may seem to any- 
one who hasn’t tried it, cooking for 
one may be more difficult than 
cooking for four. The actual work, 
of course, is no more arduous, but 
planning meals that are wholesome 
and appetizing without waste of 
materials is a problem of the first 
magnitude. 

Then, too, the mental aspect is 
entirely different. The average 
housewife with a family to feed se- 
lects the foods she knows are 
for them as well as those they espe- 
cially like. One of the advantages 
of cooking for yourself is that you 
can have the foods you like best 
whenever you want them. Because 
there is no need to consider others, 
however, the foods selected. may 
not supply all nutritional needs. 
There also are times when “it is 
too much trouble to prepare a reg- 
ular dinner just for myself,” so 
the lone person eats a pick-up meal 
that is inadequate and unappetiz- 
ing. It is no wonder that many 
persons become discouraged and 
decide that cooking for one is 
neither practical nor desirable, 

One of the essentials for making 
the job a pleasure rather than a 
burden is to have adequate equip- 
ment. A nearly worn-out hot plate 
and one or two misshapen pans are 
enough to discourage anyone, espe- 
cially at the end of a long, busy 
day. Although poor equipment, 
with sufficient coaxing, may pro- 
duce a good meal, it is a question 
tga the result is worth the ef- 

ort. 

A better plan ‘is to provide your- 
self at the beginning with as effi- 
sient equipment ag the pocketbook 
will allow. When space is limited 
the proper choice of this equip- 
ment may require considerable 
thought and shopping around. Look 
at as many of these cooking ap- 
pliances as possible; then consider 
each one in relation to the space 
you can provide for it, and the use 
you expect to make of it.

NE of the smallest electric 

roasters is about the size of an 

ordinary chafing dish, yet - it 
is possible to bake a one-layer cake 
in it, seven small cup cakes or muf- 
fins and a small pan of baking 
powder biscuits.

On How to Go About Obtaining Work: 
Ads, Agencies, Letters Considered. 


All of which means that you're 
giving up, doesn’t it? 


is finding them. .Why shouldn't it 
be you? 

Consider for the moment. Are 
you sure that you've tried as hard 
as you can? That you're not ig- 
noring several of the best avenues 
of getting jobs? That you're not 
traveling a one-way street lined 
solely with employment agencies? 
Not that we don’t give due credit 
to those institutions. We do. 
They're very important and every 
girl earnestly seeking a position is 
smart to make use of several well- 
established agencies. Beginners, 
particularly, will find this one of 
the best means. 


We. advise, however, that you 
check up on the reputation of the 
agency first, if possible. If not, 
note the type of girl waiting in the 
reception room. Observe the per- 
sonnel with a calculating eye. When 
you are convinced that it is the 
right place for you to apply, go to 
it. Sell yourself, 

When you are given an applica- 
tion blank to fill out, take your 
time. Haste still makes waste. And 
in this case it probably will cost 
you your chance for being sent out 
on the best jobs. If your handwrit- 
ing is poor it is far better to take 
the blank home, type it out, and 
return it the next day: 

Be sure to look over your appli- 
cation afterwards. Is it properly 
filled out? Is the spelling correct? 
When you are sure it is completed 
as perfectly as you know how, re- 
turn # to the personnel director, 
who will place it on file. 

We chanced to be interviewing 
the manager of one agency when 
an applicant was sent back three 
times to remedy inaccuracies on 
her blank. When she finally left 
the manager sighed and said, “If 
she can’t fill out her own experi- 
ence data correctly, what would she 
do with work that was utterly 
strange to her in an office?” Nine 
to one chance the girl was never 
sent out on a job. 

Often girls veer away from agen- 
cies, using them only as a last re- 
sort, because a fee is required. This 
is Ulogical reasoning for the fee is 
usually negligible in comparison to 
the loss in salary they take while 
waiting to establish their own con- 
tacts. 


Be sure, however, before you are 
sent owt on a prospective job that 
the agency fee is clearly wunder- 
stood. 

As we have already intimated, 
there are other sources that are 
just as productive of jobs as agen- 
cies. Do you read and check into 
the “Help Wanted” section on the 
classified advertising pages of 
newspapers? .This is an important

source and offers direct contact 
with an employer, minus any 
charge. 

There is the classic eximple of 
Jane 8S. who had padded a beaten 
track in and out of personnel of- 
fices for- some time with no suc- 
cess. When it was suggested that 
she look over the newspaper ads 
she pooh-poohed the idea because 
she didn’t feel the jobs offered 
there would be up to her capabili- 
ties. And she had never even 
loked them over! Finally, in 
desperation, she began running 
through them and today she has a 
marvelous job, earns a grand sal- 
ary and is very happy. She an- 
swered a newspaper ad. 


Remember this, however, if a 


‘telephone number is given, call and 


make an appointment. Don't at- 
tempt to discuss the job, salary, 
your experience, appearance, etc., 
via wire. If only an address is 
printed, get there early. If the 
ad requests that you write, don’t 
call in person: We've much more 
to say about the letter of applica- 
tion later on, but for the present 
we want to remind you that it 
should include a list of your qual- 
ifications covering the require- 
ments ag stated in the advertise- 
ment, 


In the same section of the news- 
paper is a space devoted to those 
seeking jobs. (Don’t overlook trade 
papers and magazines either.) Com- 
pose an.ad that is brief and to the 
point. 

Friends often prove to be the 
magnet that draws you to your job. 
Tell them you're jobless so that 
when they hear of any vacant posi- 
tions they will let you know. Don't 
feel that you are encroaching on 
your friendship bye thus making 
your plight known. Real friends 
will be glad to do anything they 
can. Of course they can’t cinch a 
job but often they can gain a hear- 
ing for you. Then it’s up to you to 
convince the employer that you're 
the girl for the position. 

Many schools, churches and col- 
leges maintain vocational bureaus. 
These are top-notch job avenues. 
A personal interest is evidenced in 
your welfare. But that doesn't 
mean that you can relax, be care- 
less in your approach. When you 
call on the director, dress and pre- 
gent yourself exactly in the same 


way that you would if you were 
interviewing a em- 
ployer. 

Follow your call with a letter 
which states your qualifications, 
the sort of job you want and in 
general sums up your case. Don't 
let the director’s impression of you 
grow yellowed with age, tucked 
away in an obscure corner of a busy 
mind. Drop in and see him every 
two or three weeks. Make your 
stay short and business-like. 

If you secure a job through the 
bureau, write a letter expressing 
your gratitude and drop in at in- 
frequent times to let them know 
how you are getting along with the 
work.

AS it ever occurred to you that 
H it was possible to get a job by 

letter? It is, but you must be a 
past master at the art of letter writ- 
ing. First of all, select a firm with 
which you would like to be affili- 
ated. Learn all you can about it, 
Where will you fit in? Why will 
you be an asset to that company? 
Why do you choose that particular 
organization? 

In your letter answer all of these 
questions. If your letter is well 
written you stand an excellent 
chance of getting a job, providing, 
of course, you can follow through 
with an equally effective personal 
interview. 

There ig much to be said about 
the letter of application. Employ- 
ers tell us that the majority are 
poor. They lack luster. They are 
hastily written. The handwriting 
is hardly legible. Often spelling 
is incorrect and grammar is poor 
—both unpardonable errors. 

They come on all kinds of paper 


~—half sheets, torn sheets, soiled 
sheets. Baby blue and scented pa- 
per should be saved for a certain 
Him, Employers don’t appreciate 
them. Another faux pas is to use 
hotel stationery. 

The letter of application should 
be typewritten, preferably on busi- 
ness size (8% by 11 inches) white, 
good quality paper. Never gopy a 
letter from a textbook. Your pros- 
pective employer probably already 
has relegated several with exactly 
the same phrasing to the waste 
basket. 

There are three main parts to the 
letter of application. First, a 
smart introduction that will arrest 
the attention of the receiver; sec 
ondly the body of the letter in 
which you build a pyramid of facts 
about yourself and why you would 
like to work for the firm; thirdly, 
an arresting close that will cause 
the man to step to the phone and 
ask you to drop in and see him, 

Write impersonally. Remember 
that the receiver of the letter isn't 
interested in the fact that you have 
a mother and five sisters to support. 
He isn't operating a welfare de- 
partment. He’s looking for serv- 
ice. And you must try to sell him 
on the idea you've got what he 
wants, or rather, needs. 

Ask some friend to correct your 
letter, check it and aid in the final 
revision. But when it is finished 
it must represent ¥OU, It must 
open the door to an interview.

OR those who haven't walked a 
F picket fence in 20 years or car- 

ried frogs in their hats since 
they were caught at it, Loew’s The- 
ater has the most sentimentally 
pleasant picture of the year. “The 
Adventures of Tom Sawyer,” 
brought to the screen for the third 
time, is all that Mark Twain might 
have wanted it to be and its Tom 
Sawyer is nothing less than per- 
fect, 

Master Tommy Kelly of the East 
Bronx, N. Y., becomes, under. the 
skilled direction of Norman Tau- 
rog, the kind of human quicksilver 
that Tom would be, always in trou- 
ble whether he wants to be or not, 
mischievous, shrewd, sunny and 
eternally forgivable, no matter 
what he does.

NEW YORK. 
N UNDERWORLD in- 
former weighed his 
chances of death against 
$5000—and talked. A 
few hours later two New 
York detectives rapped 
smartly on the door of a 
Philadelphia apartment, 
pushed their guns into 
the face of a sleepy 
man who opened the door and forced him 

into a bedroom. Out of bed they hauled a 
pudgy young man-—-cnd thus the six months 
search for J. Richard (Dixie) Davis came to 
its ignominious conclusion. 

A drab end for so spectacular a flight and 
a humiliating capture--trouserless and 
trembling with cold—for a man rated by 
District Attorney Thomas E. Dewey as the 
sinister figure who sat on the pinnacle of 
the richest single racket in the world-—the 
$100,000,000 a year numbers lottery that 
feeds like a Gargantua gone berserk on the 
pennies, nickels and dimes of millions of 
victims. 

If there was any satisfaction at all in his 
arrest Davis might have taken it from the 
fact he was held in record bail of $300,000 
while Philadelphia and New York authori- 
ties moved to extradite him here. His 
threats of a fight to the finish against ex- 
tradition collapsed and he was placed in 
manacies on a train that brought him to the 
city in which he will face trial within a 
month or two. 

On the train with him was the sleepy 
man who opened the door of the apartment, 
George Weinberg, who with Davis is one of 
the last of the living members of the hier- 
archy of the complex organization built up 
by the late Arthur (Dutch Schultz) Flegen- 
heimer. Weinberg’s brother, Bo, also was a, 
member, but he met some gangland enemies 
one night and fell under knife and pistol. 
Then his body was encased in cement and 
dumped into the East River where it still 
lies. They do things with finality in the 
numbers game. 

But Davis and George Weinberg are safe- 
ly behind bars in the chateau-like Tombs 
Prison and scores of material witnesses are 
under 24-hour a day guard at various points 
in the city to save them from the fate that 
Bo met. And when Dewey has fitted in the 
last piece of the jig saw, what is anticipated 
to be one of the most colorful criminal trials 
of the decade will open in General Sessions 
Court here. 

The dramatis personae has been a long 
time casting, but Dewey is a meticulous 
stage director. His climax scene in the vice 
ring crusade sent Charles (Lucky) Luciano 
and a handful of his chief lieutenants to 
long terms in prison. So also did he stage- 
manage the finish of the,restaurant racket. 
But Davis and his may well be his 
mogoum opus cnd Dewey does not intend 
io spoil by so much as one {alse word the 
finale of a drama that started on a ‘frigid 
winter night last year when dozens of po- 
lice swept abruptly into the rookeries of the 
numbers game and took 70 prisoners. 

Perhaps it is better to say one phase of

Came prohibition with its abundant prof- 
its and most of the big shot gangsters moved 
into that field or into the just beginning in- 
dustrial “protection” line. Few of them paid 
any attention to Harlem where a few astute 
Negroes were goggleeyed in wonder as 
their collectors brought in fabulous sums 
each day.

the bootlegging mobs. It seemed that every 
time a gangster was killed The Dutchman 
moved into his place. Soon the top figures 
in the racket were meeting sudden death, 
and The Dutchman was meeting equally 
sudden prominence and power. 

He was a strange character, a devoted 
father, a ruthless enemy. He kept the most 
vicious killers in the land on his poyroll— 
and gave them plenty of work.

According to Dewey it was Davis 
who mapped out the plan through which 
The Dutchman got control of a $100,000,000 
a year enterprise with no more trouble than 
the waving of a few guns and the utterance 
of a few choice threats. The policy bankers 
were men of peace not action. They knew 
when they were licked and they agreed to 
pay 50 per cent of the take to The Dutchman 
for “The Big Fix”-~political grease and po- 
lice protection, 

The lottery game is one of the simplest of 
gambling devices. The players bet on a 
combination of any three numbers from 000 
to 999. The odds against them are 1000 to 
one. If they win they receive 600 to one. 
In years gone by the bankers would base 
the pay-off on the last three digits of the 
United States daily Treasury balance. 
But this was not susceptible to “Tiaing,”

Thus the pay off now usually is on three 
digits of the mutuel totals at a race track. 
Which three is determined by individual 
banks. Although the odds of 1000 to one 
are steep enough Dutch Schultz took no 
chances. Killed with him in Newark was 
Otto Berman whose job was to fix the race 
track figures so the lottery pay-off would 
be on the least played combination. As 
soon as all the slips were in, expert account- 
ants determined the number on which the 
bank would lose least and Berman would 
see to it that it came up. The bank, it was 
estimated, could save as much as $300,000 
some days by this device. 
SSOCIATION with dangerous men 
suited Davis. Short, dapper, with 
full pursed mouth, jet black hair 
slicked down, pale yellowish eyes and a 
flair for clothes of “Broadway cut” he was 
in his glory. No one could recognize in him 
the small town boy whose first ambition was 
to be a violinist, By coincidence Dewey also 
was a small town boy interested in music.

The three Chi Phis began talking then of 
ways and means. And so was born, one 
night last January, a movement which has 
quickly achieved world-wide notice. It has 
become an organization bearing the formal 
title of the Institute for International Il] Will, 
and already it has indicated its aggressive 
spirit by sending a cablegram—collect—to 
Adolf Hitler. In the last month, applica- 
tions for membership have been coming in 
from all sorts of people, including college 
students, professors, business men and deb- 
utantes. It may be that a prankish notion 
which had its otigin in an aimless collegiate 
gab session will prove to be a valuable con- 
tribution to the cause of peace. 

It was a month after the historic conver- 


sation in the fraternity house before the cam-, 


paign to ridicule war came out into the 


open. During that period the organizers did 
a lot of planninig and contriving. 


a fourth student in the enterprise 

—-Robett Knox, a junior at Emory 
and a member of Sigma Chi Fraternity. 
Then they gave themselves titles, rank be- 
ing decided by flipping.a coin. Butler Atkin- 
son became commander-in-chief; Grady 
Clay Jr., brigadier-general: Jack Tolbert. 
quartermaster-general, and Recruit Knox, 
field marshal. 

A few days later the leaders in the new 
anti-war movement held an all-night confer- 
ence and adopted a constitution for the In- 
stitute of International Ill Will. The con- 
stitution reads as follows: 

“WHEREAS ih the coarseness of inhuman 
events it has come to a pretty pass when 
only one-fourth of the people of the world 
are engagedéin war, and those nations that 
won't fight, just won't fight, and 

“WHEREAS it is not the sporting thing to 
deny to three-fourths of the people of the 
world an opportunity to make the supreme 
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“WHEREAS the diplomats and dema- 
gogues aré having to carry alone the bur- 
den of encouraging war, and they insist on 
swapping notes instead of bullets, and 

“WHEREAS non-belligerents won't fire 
when they see the white of the enemy's lies, 

"We hereby form the Institute for Interna- 
tional Il Will. 

“WE WANT WAR! 

“Join now! You won't live to regret it!” 

All this was done secretly. The organ- 
izers of the institute noted that dictators and 
other modern politicians get their effects by 
surprise—sudden, unexpected coups—and 
thought a peace movement might well play 
the same game. So their meetings were 
secret, and they told no one of their plans. 

When plans were complete, they decided 
to announce the institute to the world with 
a big “putech” on February 16, a gesture 
suggesting the spectacular dramatics of dic- 
tators. 

They mimeographed pamphlets, made a 
round of the pawn shops and army stores, 
collecting uniforms and other military equip- 
ment, and late on the night of February 15 
roused a Negro farmer from his bed, and 
bargained with him for the use of his mule. 
They needed the mule to lead the charge 
next day—the charge aimed against the 
ramparts of war. 

Signs had been printed, and at dawn on 


the morning of the sixteenth, these were | 


tacked on trees and the sides of buildings, 
here and there on the campus. Some of the 
signs read: : 

“SPLEENS VENTED; WARS EQUIPPED.” 
“A BATTLESHIP FOR EVERY LILY POOL.” 
“A WAR WIDOW IN EVERY HOME.” 
“WE WANT WAR; DOWN WITH PEACE.” 
“WAR WRANGLE; QUADRANGLE AT TEN.” 

Larger signs merely stated: 

“WAR TODAY.” 

All was ready, and then came the first 
casualty. As the “putsech” was about to 
start, Field Marshal Knox doubled up with 
pain and was carted off to the infirmary 
where doctors decided he had acute appen- 


dicitis. They were removing the appendix.

when his three. comrades were opening 
their war on war. 

Undaunted by this misfortune, Clay, Tol- 
bert and Atkinson closed the gap in their 
ranks by enlisting Ralph Dasher, a musical- 
ly inclined student. At least, he could blow 
a bugle, and he was assigned to the task 
of furnishing an accompaniment as the 
campus march began. 

Generals Clay, Tolbert and Atkinson had 
donned their steel helmets and Bugler Dash- 
er was trying out a few experimental notes 
when a worried Negro boy arrived with 
news that seemed at first a death blow to 
the cause. The mule which had been hired 
the night before to play the leading part in 
the parade had balked half a mile from the 
campus and nothing could budge him. 
With things at this crisis the three gen- 
erals and the bugler were about to call a 
council of war when a great clattering was 
heard outside, and up trotted the mule 
hitched to a wagon. On the wagon seat 
bounced an indignant-looking Negro farmer. 
He explained that the mule had finally had 
a change of heart, so much so, in fact that 
the animal had practically been running 
away ‘for the last quarter of a mile. 

A huge banner was brought forth with 
the words “WE WANT WAR” painted upon 
it in foot-high letters, and was strung from 
one end to the other of the mule, making 
the parade’s motive power also a moving 
signboard. 


HEN the three generals and the 

bugler, assisted by a dormitory 

janitor, gave a final few minutes to 
a careful inspection of their costumes. All 
wore khaki coats and cardboard military 
decorations, red steel helmets with bulls 
eyes painted on top to assist bullets in find- 
ing the mark, and white shoes. Each car- 
ried an assortment of guns of various his- 
torical periods, and Clay added to his equip- 
ment a powder horn which had been the 
ptoperty of his great-grandfather. 

Class bells rong on the campus at 9:50. 
At the same moment Bugler Dasher sounded 
a clarion note, and the parade of the Insti- 
tute of International Ill Will began. The 
mule, using a corn row step instead of a 
goose step, led the way with two of the 
generals on his back, and the third rank- 
ing officer and the bugler bringing up the 
rear. 
Students gathered from all sides.. Profes- 
sors, realizing that lectures just then would 
find few listeners, placed themselves on the 
sidelines. 

The mule reached the center of the quad- 
rangle, and Brigadier-General Clay tied him 
to a lamppost. But the spectators wanted 
more of the parade, so the mule was un- 
hitched, and the embattled Internationa! II. 
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Willers proceeded to the steps of the library. 
There they read their constitution and 
also a manifesto. This latter document pro- 
posed, among other things, that certain New 
Deal agencies past and present be changed 
into newer and more original organisations, 
and their initials interpreted as follows: 

NR A—"No Regard for Anybody.” 

A A A—"Absolute Abhorrence of Arbitra- 
tion.” 

P W A—’Promoters of World Armaments.” 

The manifesto also contained a petition 
to President Roosevelt that he appoint the 
following Ambassadors to the countries in- 
dicated: 

Germany: Rabbi Ben Ezra; Spain: Boake 
Carter (to the front); Italy: Margaret Sanger; 
Russia: Father Coughlin: Ethiopia: Senator 
“Cotton Ed” Smith. 

The manifesto set forth that the patron 
saint of the International Institute is Cain, 
“who killed his brother Abel. War and 
charity begin at home.” 

As the No. 1 traitor to the cause of World 
War, the manifesto named Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull, “who is on the verge of plung- 
ing the United States into peace.” It also 
listed as “traitors” Dale Carnegie, Alfred 
Nobel and Dick Powell wearing ad navy 
uniform. 

The manifesto concluded with the follow- 
ing “Unsolicited and uhverified testimonials” 
from a number of history's most prominent 
characters: 

Venus de Milo: “I'm all broken up about 
the present situation.” 

William Tecumseh Sherman: “War is hell 
when it elects only one President.” 


Alexander the Great: “What Institute? | 
never heard of it.” 

Napoleon: “An army travels on its stom- 
ach. Slow, but sure.” 

Following the reading of this historic docu- 
ment, application blanks were passed out 
through the audience, and the work of en- 

members quickly proceeded. - 

At 10:10 President Harvey W. Cox of 
Emory University stepped to the center of 
the crowd and asked the leaders to send 
the students back to class. The mule was 
led away, the crowd broke up, and the first 
engagement of the L 1. L. W. was over. 

Next morning. Field Marshal Knox issued

International 
complications seemingly were feared. But 
a@ second cablegram sent collect to Der 
Fuehrer apparently was transmitted and ac- 
cepted. It read: “We are all behind you 
and the eight ball. We recommend Austria 
for your growing pains.” 

The Institute hasn't decided on its next 


step. It is too busy enrolling new mem- 
bers in its war on war.

ge” 7, OLLYWOOD'S headache is over. Actors have 
been wavering to drug stores for aspirin and 
a dozen erasers and fighting their way blindly 
|} through snow flurries of shredded income tax 
MEGS SE blanks. Producers who struggled with fifth 
grade arithmetic were wrestling with surtaxes, while stars who

used to alibi the landlady for last week's 
rent have quit nibbling pencils and comput- 


ing the cost of fan mail. 


There was hair tearing all over the coun- 
try, but it was hair splitting here, because 
Movietown's allowable deductions have no 
parallel. 

Sometimes a tweed business suit. is a cos- 
tume, sometimes not. The cost of turning a 
brunet into a blond may be allowed, but 
remodeling her nose is a personal expendi- 
ture. Legal fees for a suit to break a 
studio contract are okay, but to break’ a 
marriage contract—no. 

While the ordinary taxpayer may envy 
movie salaries, he pays no agent's 10 per 
cent, buys no makeup and gives no publicity 
parties; consequently, he often can fill out 
his income tax blank with no more assist- 
ance than black coffee. But the ‘citizens of 
Hollywood find it smarter, and necessary, 
to hire business administrators who not only 
keep them out of trouble with accurate, hon- 
est returns, but who know all the special 
exceptions to which movie people alone are 
entitled. Hiring one of these b. a.’s is an- 
other paradox, because his fees for ferret- 
ing out deductions are also deductible. 

“Every case is different,” said one of Hol- 
lywood’s busiest business administrators, 
whose client list includes actors, directors 
and writers. 

“Take the matter of clothes. One of my 
clients plays nothing except business man 
parts and the clothes he wears in pictures 
are the same he wears in private life. 
These are not deductible from his income 
tax returns. 

“Yet it doesn’t matter if a horse opera 
star wears out his white felt sombrero and 
buckskin pants on a ranch after a picture. 
Cowboy outfits are special clothes and they 
include spurs, pistols, lariats and other ex- 


pensive trappings.” 
Most costumes are supplied by the studios, 


of course, but when an actress poses in her 
own wardrobe for fashion photos or wears 
hef own mink coat in a picture, she is al- 
lowed a deduction. When she gets a grass 
stain on her overalls while posing prettily 
in the middie of her petunia patch, the clean- 
er’s bill for removing the stain is also legal- 
ly cut from her income. 

When Jackie Cooper was recently blon- 
dined no kick was made about that, but 
there was some argument over the salary 
of his grandmother. when she acted as com- 
panion on a personal appearance tour. “The 
Government refused to let us deduct her 
sdiary,” the business administrator said, 
"their contention being that it was gratuity 
to a relative. We agreed that the salary 
was exorbitant according to ordinary stand- 


ards, but as minors must be accompanied 


by a parent or guardian an adjustment was 
made and a reasonable salary was al- 
lowed.” 


OT okayed was the return of an ex- 
ecutive who listed $11,600 for de- 
pendents on the claim that he was 

the sole support of 29 relatives. The next 
year he tried again, listing them under or- 
ganized charity, with the explanation that 
the relatives were organized even if he 
wasn't. 

Writers get special dispensation some- 
times under the item “story preparation,” 
the expert said, citing one case of a client's 
deducting the cost of a trip to Honolulu. 
When it was challenged, the writer and his 
adviser maintained the trip was necessary 
for local color and authenticity. Scenario 
writing comes under the same ciaim, and 
directors as well as authors may legally 
take advantage of the “books and research 
material” item. 

“Directors have an expense item which 
has no parallel so far as I know, for special 
service,” the b. a. said. “If he is a top- 


notcher, he has a special crew which has 
worked with him for years and. they're 
yanked from whatever they're doing if he 
needs them. At the end of a picture, he has 
received a lot of special service from the 
crew and he rewards them in money or 
gifts. : 
“The Government says the salary paid by 
the studio is sufficient compensation, but w< 
have such a case up for appeal now. The 
technicality is that payments must be for 
‘reasonable and ordinary’ expenditure. 
Well, it's an ordinary practice in Hollywood, 
and it's certainly reasonable because the di- 
rector who doesn’t reward a crew is called 
a heel and gets no more special service.” 
Another Hollywood deduction is for 
entertainment of the press, falling under 


“publicity and advertising,” although movié 


people may far outnumber newspaper men; 
so is a party a director gives after a picture. 
If the party is for publicity, movie actors 
must be invited to make it interesting and 
news for the press. 

Even the expense of attending a premiere 
is allowable, because the actors are on dis- 
play as walking advertisements. Nowhere 
else in the world can a person deduct the 
cost of dates—but expenditures on publicity 
romances engineered by studios are deduc- 
tible. 


Uniquely Hollywoodian are fan mail de- 


ductions, for stamps, photos and the like. 
Studios will handle routine letters, but many 
actors prefer to give fans personal an- 
swers and it is sometimes an enormous ex- 
pense. 

One strange income tax report from a 
Hollywood star was that of Charlie McCar- 
thy, Incorporated. Government accountants 


may well be puzzled at such items as: $48 


wages to portrait painter for retouching 
Charlie McCarthy. and $300 labor on right 
arm for correcting mechanical defects. Paint 
for the retouching also was listed. 


Edgar Bergen charges off $300 labor on Charlie McCarthys 
right arm. 


But William Powell contends that actors are discriminai 
against, not favored. 

“Take a man who has a fortune of $10,000,000, which 
invested in bonds and brings him $350,000 a year,” he said. “The 
capital can remain unimpaired throughout his life. 

“But consider an actor whose income is $350,000. His capital- 
which is his face and popularity—depreciates at least 10 per cam 
a year. And if you don't believe that, get a list and average 
the screen lives of stars. But the actor, unlike other business mm 
isn’t allowed to make deductions for depreciation on his carpi
